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.1 Suburb housing sought for poor families

Suburban officials and apurtn\ent 


building owners arc being asked to 
help find apartments for 400 families 
who aro living In public housing In 
Chicago. 


The search for suburban housing for 


tho low-Income families is a voluntary 
attempt to implement on April Su- 
preme Court decision that said the 
federal courts could order low-Income 
' housing in the suburbs to relieve inner 
city segregation. 


Tho Chicago office of the U.S. Dcpt. 


of Housing and Urban Development 


and the Leadership Council for Metro- 
politan Open Communities are cooper* 
atlng in the effort. 


AREA MAYORS have received a 


letter from HUD regional adminis- 
trator John Wancr explaining the plan 
and the Leadership Council, a nonpro- 
fit citizens' group created to end hous- 
ing discrimination, has started to con- 
tact landlords. 


Plans are to relocate 100 to 150 pub- 


lic housing families in suburban Cook 
County. An additional 250 to 300 low- 
income families would be relocated in 
other suburban counties. 


Officials hope to use the federal 


government's Section 8 subsidy pro- 
gram under which a family puts 25 
per cent of its Income toward the 
monthly rent in a private apartment 
building with HUD paying the balance 
of the rent. 


Kale Williams, Leadership Council 


director, said Monday he hopes to 
start notifying families in October of 
the possibility of moving from public 
housing in Chicago to the suburbs. Ac- 
tual moves could start by November, 
he said. 
. 


"We're encouraged that most of the 


building owners at least are willing to 
talk with us about the plan and see 
the value of a voluntary program 
rather than the alternative of a court- 
ordered plan," Williams said. 


IN APRIL, the U.S. Supreme Court 


in Gautreaux vs. Hills, ruled unani- 
mously that the U.S. District Court 
can order an areawide low-income 
housing plan to alleviate segregation 
caused by the concentration of public 
housing in the city. The original dis- 
crimination suit was filed in 1966 by 
residents of an all black public hous- 
ing project in Chicago against HUD 


and the Chicago Housing Authority. 


Williams said the HUD and attor- 


neys for Gautreaux agreed in June to 
"experiment" for one year with ways 
to implement the decision before go- 
ing back to U.S. District Court Judge 
Richard B. Austin for a court-ordered 
desegregation plan. 
• A contract between HUD and the 
Leadership Council to promote the 
Section 8 rent subsidy program was 
signed last month, he said. 


Williams said that 400 families is 


"large enough to be a significant 
sample and small enough to be within 
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the realm of possibility for one year's 
time." 


He estimated that 10 to 15 per cent. 
' 


of the families living in public housing 
in Chicago would be interested and 
; 


able to move to subsidized housing in 
the suburbs. 


"We've had some experience in this 


area," he said. "A lot of people won't 
be interested, won't find a suburban 
location convenient. But we estimate 
10 to 15 per cent will want to move for 
future job possibilities, schools or any 
of the other reasons people have for 
living in the suburbs."

Santa Clous, Robert Ruckoldt 


and Richard Cnncller arc part of a 
vanishing breed of men who make 
a living going up and down chim- 
neys. 


It's definitely a dirty job and 


one that requires some agility. 


With that in mind, one wonders 


just how an overweight Santa 
dressed in spotless red and white 
manages to survive each Christ- 
mas Eve without evidence of soot 
or scraping. 


MAYBE THE nitty gritty of this 


job escapes magical characters 
delivering presents. 


But, when Rockoldt and Candlcr 


head down a chimney, they al- 
ways emerge soiled from head to 
toe, having completed a very nec- 
essary task for those who have a 
fireplace. 


"It's the dirtiest job in the busi- 


ness, and there arc a lot of people 
who have fireplaces who need 
their chimneys cleaned out. But, 
there are so few of us left any- 
more," said Ruckoldt, a Mount 
Prospect resident who has been 
cleaning chimneys in the Chicago 
area for 38 years. 


Ruckoldt refers to himself as a 


masonry repairer or a tuck-point- 
er, but he adamantly opposes the 
title of chimney sweep. 


"A CHIMNEY sweep was the 


rnpsy fellow with soot on his nose 
and a funny old hat on his head 
who danced and sang in Mary 
Poppins. They're the guys who 
cleaned out chimneys with a 
broom In England. Our work is 
much more technical and sophis- 
ticated today," said 
Candlcr, 


president of Airways Flrcproofing 
Systems Inc., Chicago, who until 
recently also lived In Mount Pros- 
pect. 


Candlcr, who is a slim 130 


pounds at the age of 50, has no 
trouble making It down a chimney 
or through a ventilating duct. 


Tho ducts which comprise the 


exhaust system In restaurants, 
factories, office 
buildings and 


stores demand most of Candlcr's

Decision on Frenchmen's Cove buses delayed 


Traffic conditions in the French- 


men's Cove subdivision in Arlington 
Heights were reviewed Monday by 
members of the 
Wheeling-Buffalo 


Grove Dist. 21 Board of Education, 
but a decision on whether to restore 
school bus service to that area was 
delayed until Sept. 23. 


Board Prcs. Susan Rose, board 


members Barbara Fair and Linda 
Sprcchman and Associate Supt. John 
Bargcr walked through Frenchmen's 
Cove to determine If traffic in the 
area creates a hazard for children 
walking to school. 


The officials' visit was made after 


residents from Frenchmen's Cove last 
week asked the board to reconsider 
its decision to discontinue free bus 
service from that area to Irving 
School, 1250 Radcliffc, Buffalo Grove. 


Bus service was eliminated lest 


month by the board because side- 
walks connecting the subdivision and 


the students' main route to school 
were completed and the route was no 
longer considered dangerous. 


PARENTS SAID, however, automo- 


bile and construction traffic in the 
area still creates a hazardous situ- 
ation for the children. About 24 chil- 
dren arc involved. 


Mrs. Farr said the board members 


walked around the pathways with the 
parents Monday morning but no con- 
clusions were reached on the safety of 


the route. She said the board com- 
mittee will make a report to the rest 
of the board at its Icpt. 23 meeting. 


John Perry, a parent from French- 


men's Cove, said he believes the 
board may offer the residents bus ser- 
vice for a fee, rather than for free. 
Dist. 21 offers optional bus service at 
a cost of $96 per child. 


"I think they will offer us a com- 


promise, with bus service at $96 a 
child," Perry said. He said, however,

"I 
hope they will extend it for free," he 
said.

Auto workers prepare for strike

DETROIT (UPI) - The Ford Motor 


Co. offered tho United Auto Workers 
union a third contract proposal late 
Monday. Tho union quickly rejected it 
and UAW Pres. Leonard Woodcock 
said there is only 'a "one In 100 
chance" of avoiding a strike at 11:59 
p.m. today. 


Woodcock said the union refused to 


extend tho contract covering Ford's 
170,000 workers and that negotiators 
"are a long way apart." 
< . 


For the first time, Ford addressed a 


top priority union demand for more 
paid days off. But the UAW rejected 
the company plan as "essentially un- 
responsive to putting new workers 
Into the labor force." 


IT WOULD give workers with 25 


years of seniority up to 40 hours — a 
full work week — of extra time off If 
they maintained a perfect attendance 
record during a full year's period. 
The "time bank" would begin with 
workers who have three years' senior- 
ity and would give them 20 hours off. - 


Based on Ford's latest proposal, 


Woodcock said, "there is much too 
big a gap to bridge in the short time' 
left." 


The unusual third offer was made 


public by'Sidney McKenna, Ford's la- 
bor vice president, who,said the new 
proposal answered all of the key eco- 
nomic issues raised by the UAW. 


"It has been our Intention since the ' 


beginning of these negotiations to 
reach a settlement without a strike," 
McKenna said. "We made these pro- 
posals today with the hope that they 
would help accomplish that objec- 


tive." 


TRADITIONALLY, neither the com- 


pany nor the union has made public 
any new offers so close to the strike 
deadline. Ford's stance lifted some of 
the pessimism surrounding the talks 
that a strike could not be averted. . 


Normally, bargainers already would 


have been engrossed In marathon ses- 
sions. But McKenna said he did not 
know if negotiations would go through 
the night as they have in the past as

Trustees 
reject new 
census bid 


The 
Arlington Heights Village 


Board Monday night voted to accept 
the population count from a recent 
special census in which figures fell 
short of projections. 


The board unanimously passed a 


motion to accept the census figures 
' and will not ask tho U.S. Census Bu- 
reau to recount portions of the village. 


Final population figures for the vil- 


lage will be tabulated within 60 days, 
said Edna Kuhlmann, supervisor of 
the census bureau's Chicago office. 


PRELIMINARY FIGURES in the 


special census report released last 
month place the village's population 
at 70,997, an increase of 1,794 persons 
since the last special census in 1972. 


Village officials had projected an in- 


crease of 4,600 residents, based on 
birth rates and new construction fig- 
ures. 


"In the past, we have predicted 


rather closely what the census count 
would be, but this time we missed it 
and we're puzzled because we don't 
have a reason that is apparent," said 
Frank 
Charlton, 
assistant 
village 


manager. 


Village officials had questioned how 


the population of 14 areas of the vil- 
lage could drop more than 10 per cent 
since 1972, but Monday they recom- 
mended that the board not ask for a 
recount because Mrs. Kuhlmann said 
she doubted that a new headcount 
would show substantial changes. 


"IF YOU CAN show any specific 


reasons why we should recount an 
area, we will do it. But you must 
come up with a specific reason," she 
said. 


Mrs. Kuhlmann called the village's 


population Increase of 1,794 persons 
"a tidy gain." 


"In towns this size we have been 


finding a drop. We usually try to talk 
older towns out of taking a census be- 
cause they don't take into account the 
tremendous drop in the number of 
persons per household," she said. 


Nationwide census statistics show 


that 
the average 
household 
has 


dropped from about four persons per 
household to about 2.2.

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N.Y. airport security absolved of skyjack blame 


NEW YORK (UP1) - The five 


Croatian nationalists who hijacked a 
TWA Jetliner to Paris were slapped 
Monday with $1 million ball tags in 
federal court. Just In case they were 
able to raise that kind of money, New 
York City made ready to grab them 
Immediately on murder charges. 


While the four men and one woman 


were being arraigned in a federal 
court in Brooklyn for air piracy, the 
Federal Aviation Administration in 
Washington absolved New York's air- 
port security system of any blame for 
Iho hijacking. 


Tho FAA said Uic reason the fivo 


were able lo get aboard the TWA jetli- 
ner at UGuardiu Airport last Friday 


was that the "bombs" they had were 
fake — a kitchen pot and modeling 
clay — and not the real thing. 


At the arraignment, Assistant U.S. 


Attorney Thomas Pattison requested 
nnd got the $1 million bail "because of 
the nature of tho crime, the heinous- 
ness of the crime and the heavy sen- 
tences which are likely to be imposed 


*l 


At the same time, Manhattan Dis- 


trict Attorney Robert M. Morgcnthau 
filed a complaint charging the five 
suspects with murder in the death of 
a police officer Brian Murray, a bomb 
squad veteran killed by a bomb the 
hijackers left behind. 


Morgcnthau's complaint was filed to 


ensure that if the suspects make bail 
they will be handed over to local cus- 
tody immediately. 


The bomb that killed Murray was 


left in a locker at Grand Central slat- 
ion in Manhattan. It exploded at a po- 
lice firing range while bomb squad of- 
ficers were trying to defuse it, killing 
Murray and injuring three other offi- 
cers. 


In the complaint, Morgcnthau said a 


court-ordered search of the New York 
City apartment of Uie alleged leader 
of the hijacking, Zvonko Busic, and 
liis American wife Julienne, 27, had 
discovered bomb-making equipment. 


Duslc, 30, his wife and the three al- 


leged accomplices face between 20 


years and life imprisonment if con- 
victed of the federal air piracy 
charges. If they are found guilty of 
killing Murray, they could get life in 
prison or the death penalty. 


In Washington, an FAA spokesman 


said the terrorists decided to use fake 
bombs instead of real weapons after 
months of observation convinced them 
it was impossible to beat the security 
measures at LaGuardla. 


"The security system for TWA 


flight 355 was in effect and working 
normally," the spokesman said. "All 
of the hijackers, including the woman, 
passed through the system."

Report Nixon aide 
offered 


to sivap pressure for funds 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - A White 


House aide offered to put presidential 
pressure on Japan's prime minister to 
buy Grumman aircraft If the com- 
pany contributed $1 million to Richard 
Nixon's 1972 campaign, a former 
Grumman president told Congress 
Monday. 


Dr. Thomas B. Chcatham. ex-presi- 


dent of Grumman International, testi- 
fied Nixon White House aide Richard 
Allen promised the campaign donation 
would bo followed by the President's 
intercession with Japanese Prime 
Minister Kakuei Tanaka to buy Grum- 
mnn's E2C early warning aircraft. 


Sen. Frank Church, D-Idaho. chair- 


man of a Senate Foreign Relations 
subcommittee on multinational corpo- 
ration!), asked "If it had happened 
anywhere else, would it be a shake 
down?" 


Chcatham replied, "Well, there arc 


\iirious terms in Washington" but 
agreed "shake down" was an apt de- 
scription. 


Peter Ornm. current president of 


Grummnn International and Joseph 
C. Gavin, President of Grumman 
C'orp. testified they had never heard 
of the alleged Allen proposition until 
t'lie.'ithnm testified. Allen was to ap- 
pear before the committee later this 
month.

Lockheed has denied making any 


contributions to Nixon, but consented 
in April this year to federal charges it 
made "secret payments" to foreign 
government officials, reportedly in- 
cluding Japanese.

met with Allen, then a deputy assist- 
ant to Nixon, in April, 1972 at the 
White House to discuss Grumman's 
hopes of selling the EC2 to Japan's 
Sclf-Dcfonso Forces.

Barge crumbles 
bridge; car and 
truck hit water 


MANCHAC, La. (UPI) — A barge 


loaded with tons of sea shells rammed 
an isolated bridge over a narrow pass 
between two south Louisiana lakes 
Monday, sending a truck and at least 
one car tumbling off the six-story-tall 
span. 


The car plunged into the murky w a- 


ter and the tractor-trailer crashed 
onto the deck of the barge, seriously 
injuring the driver and a passenger.

Blacks begin 3-day strike 
S. Africa police arrest hundreds 


JOHANNESBURG, 
South 
Africa 


(U*l) — Thousands of blacks began a 
three-day strike Monday and police 
arrested hundreds of people in a 
house-to-house sweep against "loafers 
and common criminals." 


Blacks who defied the call to cripple 


South Africa's white-owned industry 
clashed with militants who set fires to 
buses in the Sowcto ghetto 15 miles 
southwest of Johannesburg. 


Police fired birdshot and tear gas at 


demonstrating blacks in Soweto and 
at four men trying to evade arrest in 
Alexandra. 


The strike was more successful than 


a similar three-flay walkout three 
weeks ago, according to reports from 
businesses in Johannesburg. One fac- 
tory reported an absentee rate of 70 
per cent, and only about 10 per cent of 
workers on the bus routes serving So- 
wcto showed up for work. 


Businessmen have said the strikes 


together witli absenteeism resulting 
from'the general unrest have cost the 
economy hundreds of thousands of 
dollars. 


Witnesses in Alexandra, a black 


t o w n s h i p adjoining Johannesburg 


where workers joined the strikes for 
(lie first time, said between 300 and 
500 police officers carried out the 
sweep. 


Some witnesses said nearly 2.000 


persons had been arrested, but Maj. 
Gen. Dawid KricI, assistant police 
commissioner for riot control, said, 
"This is ridiculous." 


"We are clearing the area of arson- 


ists, instigators, loafers and common 
criminals," Kriel said. He reported 
the operation was "successful," but 
he gave no account of how many 
people were arrested. 


Secretary of State Henry A. Kissin- 


ger, meantime, began another gruel- 
ing diplomatic shuttle in an attempt 
to move the forum for southern Af- 
rica's racial strife from guerrilla 
camps to the negotiating table. 


"The United Stales wants nothing 


for itself," Kissinger said before leav- 
ing from Andrews Air Force Base in 
Washington. He said the U.S. "nation- 
al interest is involved in a moderate 
and peaceful evolution of Africa" 
without outside military intervention. 
Kissinger spent the night in Zurich. 


$104.4 billion military budget OKd 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The Senate 


approved and sent to the White House 
Monday a record-setting $104.4 billion 
military budget which puts off a final 
decision on production of the con- 
troversial Bl bomber until after the 
presidential elections. 


The Senate passed the appropria- 


tions measure by voice vote. The 
House approved it last week 323-45. 


Although the money bill is $3.6 bil- 


lion less than President Ford re- 
quested, he was expected to sign it. 
The appropriations bill is $13.0 billion 
or 15.3 per cent above the amount 
Congress approved last year. 


The legislation, worked out by Sen- 


ate-House negotiators, postpones until 
Feb. 1 a go-ahead on the Bl bomber- 
of-the-future — a bitterly fought mili- 
tary program for the past several 
years. 


The appropriations bill allocated $87 


million a month until Feb. 1, enough 
to allow work on the plane while not 


actually going into full production. 


In his budget proposal, Ford asked 


funds Immediately for the procure- 
ment and production of three of the 
controversial bombers — the first in a 
fleet which would cost $25 billion. 


Jimmy Carter, the Democratic 


presidential candidate, urged post- 
ponement of the program until after 
the inauguration so that he can — if 
elected — make a recommendation to 
Congress. 


Opponents of the Bl claimed the 


plane was too expensive and had not 
been adequately tested. 


Chairman John McClcllan of the 


Senate Appropriations Committee said 
the compromise on the Bl was a 
"prudent, sensible decision on the 
part of the conferees. 


"The w o r k will 
continue," 


McClcllan added. "There will be no 
shutdown ... but there will have to 
be a further decision." 


Two other major weapons programs 


were not included. The compromise 
bill deleted $170 million for long lead- 
time procurement of a nuclear-pow- 


ered strike cruiser and $858.5 million 
for a conventionally powered Aegis 
destroyer. Neither had been author- 
ized by congressional committees. 


Viet U.N. membership veto set 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The United 


States will veto admission of Vietnam 
to the United Nations because of that 
country's continued refusal to make 
full accounting of Americans missing 
in action, Ambassador William Scran- 
ton said Monday. 


Scranton's announcement of the for- 


mal decision, made to reporters after 
a White House meeting with President 
Ford, coincided with a statement by 
the North Vietnamese Foreign Min- 
istry accusing the United States of 
"flagrant distortions and arrogance" 
on the issue. 


A State Department said the charge 


by Hanoi "simply is not true." 


Scranton said "there is nothing lo 


indicate in any negotiations" that 
Hanoi officials are willing to go be- 
yond their release of the names of 12 
U.S. pilots killed in action. 


"We arc very anxious to talk to 


them about tills and other issues," 
Scranton said. But added the Viet- 
namese government has demonstra- 
ted it is neither "peace loving" nor 
"interested in humanitarianism" to 
an extent warranting U.N. member- 
ship.

Enrollment at Harper, 
Oakton increases 12% 


Enrollment at Harper and Oakton 


colleges Is up more than 12 per cent 
this fall compared to fall 1975, college 
officials said Monday. 


More than 20,000 students have reg- 


istered for classes at Harper this 
month, increasing the college's enroll- 
ment 12,5 per cent, said Gucrin Fis- 
cher, vice president of student affairs. 


At Oakton, enrollment is up 12,6 per 


cent to 6,237 full- and part-time stu- 
dents, said Arthur Klcm, director of 
development. The Oakton figure docs 
not include people enrolled in contin- 
uing and adult education programs as 
the Harper figure docs, Klem said. 


OAKTON OFFERS such courses 


through the Maine-Oukton-Nilcs Con- 
tinuing Education Program, which 
docs not begin classes until Sept. 23, 
Klcm said. 


Part of the Increase at Oakton, 7900 


Naglc Avc.. Morton Grove, can be at- 
tributed to the opening of an extension 
center at Notre Dame High School in 
Nilcs, Klcm said. More than 600 per- 
sons have enrolled in courses offered 
at the high school, he said. 


Klcm said the college hml fore- 


casted an enrollment of 6,200 this se- 
mester. 


The total of 21,015 students at Har- 


per marks the second consecutive 
year Harper's student population has 
been greater than 20,000, Fischer said. 
The campus is located at Rosellc and 
Algonquin roads in Palatine. 


ALTHOUGH FINAL figures arc not 


available, Fischer said it appears 


more people arc enrolling as part- 
time students than in the past and 
that they arc taking fewer courses per 
semester. 


The average credit load this semes- 


ter is about nine hours, Fischer said. 
A person must take at least 12 hours 
to be considered a full-time student at 
Harper. 


Fischer said the trend to take fewer 


courses may be caused by an increase 
in jobs available in the Harper area. 


"When students can hold part-time 


jobs they're able to stretch their edu- 
cation over a longer period of time 
and consequently only attend school 
part time," he said. 


PART OF THE 12.5 per cent enroll- 


ment increase can be traced to a 100 
per cent increase in the number of 
people taking courses at Harper's Wil- 
low Park Center in Wheeling. The 
center opened In August 1975 with an 
enrollment of 1,400, but this fall more 
than 2,000 students arc enrolled there. 


E n r o l l m e n t in adult education

A lot of 
people like them today for decora- 
tion or the atmosphere they pro- 
vide," said Ruckoldt. "But, few 
home chimneys get dirty enough 
for professional cleaning." 


Most fireplace owners cnn burn

Heights Park District is so cramped 
that the commissioners have to go out 
in the hall if they want to change 
their minds.

To residents who attend park dis- 


trict board meetings, the meeting 
room at Olympic Park is no Joke. 
Small, stuffy 
and featuring poor 


acoustics, it seems designed to dis- 
courage people from attending public 
meetings. 


TO 
UEMEDY 
THE 
situation, 


Thornton is urging the board to move 
iti meeting room to the addition being 
built at the Forest View Tennis Club. 
Plans for the addition include a large 
room that could more than double the 
scaling for residents attending board 
meetLigs, he said. 


The Olympic Park room has scats 


for about 10 spectators. When addi- 
tional seating is provided, it often 
blocks off the doorway. 


Even with standing-room-only con- 


ditions, such as at the recent hearing 
on the Oct. 2 bond referendum called 
to get citizen reaction, only about 25 
persons could crowd into the meeting 
nnd some people were forced to stand 
in tho hall. 


"The new room would have more 


seating and would have better ventila- 
tion," Thornton said. "The Olympic 
room Is air conditioned, but when you 
get a crowd and people smoke, it just 
doesn't do the job." 


WHEN COMMISSIONERS approved 


plans for the tennis club addition, 
T h o r n t o n recommended that the 
board move to the new facility. 


"But no action was taken on it. I'm 


going to recommend it again," he 
said. 


One drawback is the location of the 


tennis club, 800 E. Falcon Dr., at the 
extreme southern end of the district. 
Olympic Park is centrally located at 
CCO N. Ridge Ave., across from Ar- 
lington High School. 


"The

would be the location. But everyone

Standards seem clear 


Much like the proverbial good 


ncus. bad news stories, Michael 
Uakalis tins put forth some new 
ideas for standards of conduct 
lor politicians and the media 
which arc: 


Good, because it is always 


healthy to sec politicians think- 
ing about ethical conduct: 


Bad, because there already 


arc numerous codes of conduct 
that could be observed. 


Hakalis, the Democratic can- 


didate for comptroller, said he 
has noticed a decline in respect 
for various institutions. He sin- 
gled out politicians and media. 


He proposed that politicians 


and the news media adopt new 
codes of professional conduct to 
ensure quality, issues-oriented 
campaigns and 
equally 
high 


quality news coverage. 


His intent is good, but it 


The lighter side 


should bo noted that there al- 
ready arc ethical standards for 
both species, some in law and 
some in written codes of ethics. 


Common Cause, the citizen's 


lobbying group, asks candidates 
to subscribe to a pledge calling 
for campaigns to be conducted 
on the issues, urging financial 
d i s c l o s u r e and calling for 
frequent news conferences. 


The Fair Campaign Practices 


Committee also has standards 
and a mechanism to handle 
complaints about violations of 
the standards. 


While Bakalis' proposal gener- 


ally has merit, he should be en- 
couraging fellow candidates and 
the media to follow established 
standards rather than calling for 
the duplication of what exists. 
His suggestion thai boards be es- 
tablished to oversee adherence 
to the codes smacks of a quasi- 


legal agency that might be diffi- 
cult to administer. 


Besides the standards for po- 


litical comment, the news media 
already have a number of pro- 
fessional codes to follow. Bak- 
alis suggests the media code es- 
tablish specifications for what 
events to cover, aim for fair and 
accurate coverage and attempt 
to ensure all charges are authen- 
tic before reporting them. 


Another good idea, but the 


media has already beat Bakalis 
to the punch and gone much fur- 
ther. Standards applied to re- 
porting cover all types of news 
and not just politics. 


What is needed in Illinois is 


not another set of conduct stan- 
dards, but a rcdcdication to the 
standards that • already have 
been adopted and seem quite 
adequate.

Else- 
where, in much smaller sype, the in- 
grediunts arc listed. 


The ingredients, in the order of 


their appearance are: "sugar, corn 
syrup, artificial flavor and color." 


Notice, Dr. Watson, that something 


is missing from this list. 


Namely, licorice. 
The candy industry, it appears, has 


succeeded in making licoricclcss lico- 
rice. 


Creation-wise, thai may not be in 


the class with test tube babies, but it 
is nevertheless an impressive devel- 
opment. 


As a jujube or jelly bean consumer, 


you may be curious as to how tho 
miracle of licoriccless licorice came 
to pass. If so, you have come to the 
right place. 


Licorice, real licorice, that is, 


comes from the roots of glycyrrhiza 
glabra,. a luguminous herb grown in 
Turkey, the Mesopatomian valley and 
points cast. 


Anyone who likes the stuff is hi 


good company. The Shen Nung Pen 
Ts'ao King, one of man's earliest 
medical records, made mention of 
licorice, as did Theophrastus, a doctor 
friend of Aristotle. 


Licorice was known in those days as 


a tonic and elixir purported to impart 
youthful vigor to aging men. A quan- 
tity of it was found in King Tut's 
tomb. Which indicates that its medici- 
nal properties were somewhat over- 
rated. 


Licorice candy may have originated 


in England. In any event, the English 
were exceedingly fond of it. Chaucer, 
for one, spoke highly of it, avowing 
that people who "chcweth licorys" 
would "smcllen swetc." 


Out then someone discovered that 


the oil of anise, another herb, could be 
substituted for glycyrrhiza glabra. 
And someone else discovered that 
Anetholc, a derivative of anise, could 
be produced synthetically. 


Eventually, an artificial coloring 


was added to tho synthetic flavor sub- 
situte. 


And they say the age of miracles is 


over!

Who is Jimmy Carter? 


HUGH SIDEY 


Dues Jimmy Carter have (no much religion? 


That's a possibility. Self-righteousness — the no- 


tion that you're right and everybody else is wrong — 
can get a lot of people into trouble. There was an 
clement of that in both Lyndon Johnson and Richard 
Nixon. They burned very fiercely. They had enemy 
lists in various ways. Mr.Johnson had his in the back 
of his head and Mr. Nixon had his on paper. I'm 
trying to find out whether Mr. Carter comes more 
out of the Old Testament or the New Testament. 


As I grew up in the Presbyterian Church, those 


Old Testament follows were a good deal rougher 
than the New Testament variety. They hated better 
back then and they were continually making wars. 
Mr. Carter, of course, professes more of the New 
Testament doctrine but he docs make personal judg- 
ments about people that arc quite harsh and he's 
quite quick to do it. 


(As for his announcement before the American Le- 


gion that he would pardon draft evaders), I think 
that there may be an element of courage Involved to 
go before 0,000 people and have them boo you. But I 
suspect that in political terms, he knew, and I sus- 
pect that he's right, that he gained across the nation. 
His stand seems right. I suspect the majority of the 
American people will side with Mr. Carter. 


I low docs Jimmy Carter compare with past presi- 
dents? 


There are certain qualities that seem to be similar 


between Mr. Carter and Mr. Nixon. Now let's back 
up just a litlc bit nnd say that Mr. Nixon was many 
people. I was in Peking that Monday night when he 
nnd Clioti En-lal — men who had been bitter ene- 
mies for 22 years — clinked glasses and hugged 
each other. That was an amazing moment. And 
three months later in the Kremlin, they began to 
work on that first arms limitation agreement. So 
there were elements of Mr. Nixon that were very 
good. 


Jimmy Carter is hard to get to know. There Is a 


sense ol purpose about him like there was about Mr. 
Nixon. Mr. Carter clings to his poverty-ridden early 
life with some of the same mannerisms of Mr. Nix- 
on. So there arc these similarities. But at this point, 
I stop a long way from suggesting that he really is 
anything like Mr. Nixon. 


You finally come down to character of the man 


and that intangible something we describe as what's 
in his heart. And that changes the whole equation. 
I've seen certain qualities (in Carter) that are much 
like Kennedy. He's a reader for instance. I rather 
like that quality. But I want a little more time before 
we size him up to other presidents. 


Dors the public sec the real man, 
or just a public 


relations facade? 


I think we went through a sound barrier here after 


Watergate on knowing presidents. We know Gerald 
Ford probably better than any president, at least in 
modern times. We know about his family, we know 
about his sex life, we know about his finances. In the 
short range, people maybe can fool us a little bit. 
Nixon did back in 1968. We should have been more 
diligent. But overall, this scrutiny finally strips the 
man and you see him.

Docs .Jimmy Carter have too much religion? 


I've always found Jimmy Carter to be inaccessible 


and difficult to understand. I sent a reporter to 
Plains to work on a peanut farm and get down at the 
grass roots and try to find out what the people really 
thought about him. That didn't help an awful lot. He 
found that Jimmy Carter was popular among blacks. 


He found that Jimmy Carter was regarded as fair 


— that the people In his Baptist Church still talk 
about the time at the height of the racial turmoil, 
when Jimmy Carter stood up In his little church and 
told the congregation that they ought to open the 
church doors to their black brothers. It wasn't a 
popular thing to do. And after he Finished his ser- 
mon, he had six votes, fiv e of them Carters. One 
recruit. This indicates some courage yet at the 
same time he stayed in the church. It's still a segre- 
gated church. 


Those who have gotten to know Jimmy Carter late- 


ly, tell me that the easiness of manner, engaging 
sincerity and the smile, arc sort of the moss on a 
character of granite.

I was originally suspicious of Jimmy Carter, more 


suspicious than I am now. I thought that some of the 
things that he was saying were pure political rhetor- 
ic ... his attacks upon bureaucracy. I thought this 
was what he thought people wanted to hear and I 
was suspicious of his true feelings about it. Then I 
got to talking to Hyman Rickovcr. Jimmy Carter 
once worked for Admiral Rickover and of all the 
men In Washington, Rickover has the least patience 
for the bureaucracy. He slashes red tape. 


He remembered his first meeting with Carter. Car- 


ter had just come out of the Naval Academy and 
Rickover asked him where did you stand in your 
class. And Jimmy Carter, a little proudly, said, "I 
stood 89th in a class of 820." And then Rickover 
asked, "Did you always do your best?" And Carter 
thought about that a moment. He said, "No sir, I 
guess I didn't always do my best." And then Rick- 
over said, "Why?" Carter has told Rickover since 
that this is an incident he always remembered. This 
is one of the things that always motivated him. So I 
think maybe Jimmy Carter did mean those 
speeches. 
Does the public sec the real man or just a public 
relations facade? 


I think that there is merchandising that goes on. 


We saw how Richard NLxon was wrapped in cello- 
phane and tied in blue ribbons. But he still came out 
Richard Nixon. They weren't really able to change 
his image. I think the spotlight on the president is 
sufficiently bright that we can see through. Gerald 
Ford, in my opinion, is not really being merchan- 
dised. We're seeing thr real Gerald Ford. We've 
known him a long time and it would be pretty hard 
for him to hide from us. He's a decent man, an 
honorable man, a man of integrity.

O'Hare statistics 
too much for area 


I recently came upon some inter- 


esting statistics on the utilization of 
runways for arrivals at O'Hare Inter- 
national Airport. In 1974, 31 per cent 
of the arrivals landed on either Run- 
way 14 Left or 14 Right. These are the 
runways which go across Mount Pros- 
p e c t , Arlington Heights, Rolling 
Meadows and Palatine. This 31 per 
cent represents 108,000 arrivals. In 
1075, these runways jumped from 31 
per cent to 37 per cent. This repre- 
sents a little less than 125,000 arrivals. 
In comparing these percentages with 
the remaining pairs, tho range for the 
remaining runways range from 19 per 


cent down to one per cent. In other 
words, the Northwest suburbs receive 
almost twice as much arrival traffic 
as any other pair. In fact, you can 
add up six different runways and 
their percentages would not equal that 
of 37 per cent. 


Recently, I read an article that 


quoted Secretary Colman as stating 
that 80 per cent of the jet aircraft fly- 
ing today exceed the maximum stan- 
dards of noise pollution. Putting to- 
gether this last statement with the 
statistics I quoted above, it seems 
that the Northwest suburbs are being 
treated unfairly. Recently, I went to 
the dedication of the Arlington 
Heights' new golf course. During the 
dedication, many dignitaries gave 
speeches. Because of the noise of the 
airplanes, we were unable to under- 
stand many parts of the speeches due 
to the excessive noise levels. These 
speakers were using microphones and 
we were standing no more than 50 
feet away. Even the mayor of Arling- 
ton Heights commented on the jet 
aircraft. 


For the last two years I have writ- 


ten to our two senators and to my rep- 
resentative, Philip Crane, R-12. In 
these letters I have complained about 
the excessive noise and the excessive 
usages of these runways. As the sta- 
tistics bear out, nothing positive has 
been done to alleviate this prc'Mem. 


This being an election year, I call 


on all of the people to question the 
candidates on their policy for noise 


control from O'Hare Field. If anybody 
is concerned, they should bring out 
the issues, get commitments from the 
representatives and their senators. It 
they cannot then I urge the people to 
vote for the competition, for they will 
fulfill the wants and needs of the pub- 
lic or else they will not be re-elected. 
I will definitely question and get com- 
mitments from Mr. Crane en this 
touchy subject or else he will lose my 
vote come Nov. 2,197G.

Employes asked to 'take the cure 


by LEA TONKIN 


Alcoholism takes a slice out of com- 


pany profits, one reason why a small 
number of Illinois companies have 
launched employe referral and treat- 
ment programs. 


"In any company, you can assume 5 


per cent of their employes are prob- 
ably alcoholics," said Jack Callaghan, 
executive director of the Maine Town- 
ship Council on Alcoholism in Des 
Plaincs. "It's a $15 billion hangover 
for Industry in the U.S." 
. 


Employers pay a hofty price for 


looking the other way when a work- 
er's job performance suffers due to 
alcoholism. Increased absenteeism, 
poor attitude, Inefficiency and greater 
risk of on-the-job accidents generally 
cost a company 25 per cent of the al- 
coholic's salary. 


TOO MANY employers become en- 


ablers, Callaghan said. "They cover 
up for the alcoholic, they keep him on 
the job as long as possible. They're 
supporting the drinker and enabling 
him to drink." 


Firing an employe Is another costly 


reaction to the illness. Recruiting, 
training and overtime salary costs 
add up quickly. 


One nearby business facing up to 


the problem of heavy drinkers is 
Kcmpcr Insurance Companies in Long 
Grove. John Lavino Jr., director of 
health services, said alcoholism and 
drug dependence counseling reaches 
both the alcoholic and immediate 
family members. 


Kemper steps in to offer assistance 


when personal problems cripple on- 
the-job performance. A supervisor's 
evaluation of the employe's work 
rather than invastion of the person's 
private life is stressed, and the ser- 
vice is confidential. 


"We ask them to come In for a talk, 


using the leverage of discipline," La- 
vino said. The alcoholic employe will 
be counseled by Kemper personnel. 
Referral to professional agencies and 
hospltnlization may be recommended. 


DENIAL OF A DRINKING problem 


is common. That's when a, super- 
visor's documentation of job perform- 
ance Is Important said a recovering 
alcoholic who works for Kcmpcr. He 
acknowledged that delusion and a cer- 
tain amount of cunning allow an alco- 
holic to postpone the day when he 
faces up to the illness. 


Lavino points to actual results as a 


measure of the Kemper alcoholism 
program's success. 63 Kemper em- 
ployes participated in the company- 
wide program from October 1074 to 
May 1976. 


All except 17 of the managers, su- 


pervisors, professional, technical and 
clerical workers stayed on the job. 
They included men and women ages 
22 to 60, with an average $12,667 an- 
nual salary and more than seven 
years' average experience. Total sala- 
ries stacked-up to $798,066 for the pe- 
riod. 


The double whammy of alcoholism 


In the workplace is apparent In Kent- 


per's counseling of 52 employes with 
alcoholic family members during the 
same period. 


KEMPER COUNSELOR Mary El- 


len Kane said the alcoholic and close 
relatives typically face a clutch of 
job, family, financial and spiritual 
proglems. Denial of the progressive 
illness brings no relief. "Either you 
have it or you don't. It's like being a 
little bit pregnant," she said. 


"Too many people still have the 


idea that the alcoholic is a skid row 
bum, a park bench sleeper," said Ray 
Kelly, state coordinator of industry al- 
coholism referral programs. "Less 
than 5 per cent are on skid row. Nine- 
ty-five per cent are priests, doctors, 
lawyers, any profession. It's a very 
democratic disease." 


As a representative of the Illinois 


Dcpt. of Mental Health, Kelly encour- 
ages Illinois industries to set up alco- 
holism programs. Companies should 
give alchollc workers "the same 
chance they've been giving their other 
sick employes for years," he said. 


"The problem is that most com- 


panies still don't think they have this 
problem," Kelly said. "They base this 
on how many alcoholics they've seen 
over the years coming to work drunk, 
drinking on the job or going on a 10- 
day binge. For every one who is vis- 
ible, there are 25 employes who have 
the same problem." Kelly estimates 
there are 546,000 alcoholics in Illinois 
alone. 


COMPANIES SUCH AS Illinois Bell 


Telephone Co. claim multiple benefits 
Kelly said. "We have yet to sell a 
company on a strictly humanitarian 
basis," he said. "It means economic 
savings. A company can expect a $5 
return for every dollar invested." 


A joint union-management program 


at Elk Grove Township-based United 
Airlines benefits everyone Involved, 
and Clarence Jones Jr. of Hoffman 
Estates,

Schullcr, a personnel representative 
at United. "We don't mention alcohol- 
Ism problems to an employe," he 
said. "We send them to the medical 
staff for counsel." Schuller serves as 
coordinator of the company-union al- 
coholic assistance program for the 
airline's Central Division, O'Hare re- 
gion. 


COMPLETE ANONYMITY is main- 


tained for all individuals served by 
the Alcoholic Rehabilitation and Edu- 
cation Program within Sheriff Rich- 
ard J. Elrod's office. The new pro- 
gram Is patterned after private In- 
dustry and government plans. 


Small and medium size companies 


generally lack the medical and per- 
sonnel staff to tackle the employe al- 
coholism problem alone. Roger Boe- 
kcnhauer of the Alcoholism Drug De- 
pendence program in Rolling Mead- 
ows suggests contact with an existing 
agency for referrals. He noted that 
"It is not uncommon for people who 
have a drinking problem to use some 
type of drug."

a 70 per cent or higher recovery rate 
when alcoholic workers enroll in a 
treatment program, said the Rev. 
John Keller, administrative director 
of the alcoholism treatment center at 
Lutheran General Hospital in Park 
Ridge. "There will be a bottom line 
savings," Rev. Keller said. "Ab- 
senteeism, poor job performance, attl- 
dunal changes are all costs." 


Once the stigma of alcoholism is re- 


moved, employes will more readily 
accept rehabilitation programs, Rev. 
Keller believes. Employe anonymity 
and the treatment of alcoholism as an 
illness must be understood. 


As more companies adopt alcohlism 


policies. Rev. Keller said they'll dis- 
cover "It's just plain good manage- 
ment. It Is a positive stance toward 
employes."

bnckcd down and admitted his oppo- 
nent had not made that statement. 


"But It is Implicit. He has said all 


t u x d c d u c t i o n s are government 
subsidies," Young said. An aide to 
Mikva said there would be "no com- 
ment" on Young's statement. 


lie also criticized budget deficits ap- 


proved by Congress and charged that 
organized labor will attempt to domi- 
nate the fall election campaign. 


In outlining his airplane noise pro- 


posal. Young said that shifting 15 per 
cent to 20 per cent of the flights to 
Midway will result in a 15 per cent to 
20 per cent reduction In airplane noise 
at O'llarc. 


He also said the government prob- 


ably will act soon on a policy requir- 
ing airlines to "retrofit" older jets to 
reduce noise. The retrofitting process, 
a muffling system, should be financed 
through a tax surcharge on tickets 
and use of federal airport construction 
funds, Young said. 


"YOU CAN'T HEALLY expect any 


tremendous Improvement In the re- 
duction of noise," Young said. He also 
advocates the development of a feder- 
al authority to acquire residential 
property around airports so that few- 
er persons wold be affected. 


Young said he has three positions 


on the abortion issue. He said If he Is 
returned to Congress, ho will vote ac- 
cording to tho citizens' wishes. How- 
ever, from a legal viewpoint he said 
the U. S. Supreme Court should have 
"never got Involved In this legal 
thicket." 


Personally, Young said ho believes 


abortion should bo permitted for rea- 
sons such as rape, incest or to save 
the life of tho mother.

Sales are aimed at the 18-40 age 
bracket, and while the look can be adopted to many 
different figures, the three-piece suit tends to flatter

tall and slim women more than their shprter sisters. 


Popular fabrics include grey flannel, wool and gabar- 


dine, even though they hike the price tag. The herring- 
bone hacking jackets and pinstripe suits can be teamed 
with a variety of shirts, bow blouses and trousers to 
add variety. 


THE POPULARITY of the haberdashery look isn't 


due so much to the desire to look like men as it is to 
a greater appreciation for well-made clothes, says Mar- 
tha Ferns at Lord and Taylor. 


"Man tailoring has always connoted better fabrics and 


workmanship," she adds. "It doesn't have to mean giv- 
ing up your femininity." 


The staid banker's image can be softened with the 


addition of a crepe bow blouse, a few gold chains and 
a pair of sporty earrings, Ms. Ferris says. Other im- 
portant accessory looks include a small envelope hand- 
bag, low-heeled shoes and a fedora hat.

While much of the haberdashery look depends on 


narrow-belted, straight-leg trousers, dresses also have 
their place. Tailored shirtwaists and vested dresses are 
popular, and many of those pinstripe suits and some- 
times-severe blazers are shown with soft skirts to help 
feminize the look. 


THE MANAGER of the Muriel Mundy shop in Arlington 


Heights emphasizes that skirts are making a strong 
showing this fall —"pants are always big, but the blazer 
and skirt combination has been selling well, too," she 
says. 


But if you're worried about the demise of the fee.xy 


little cocktail dress, you can relax. The spokesmen agreed 
-that grey flannel, no matter how snappy, isn't about to 
crowd out satins, taffetas and silks for gala evenings out. 


And if the thought of imitating your husband doesn't 


quite strike home, the stores emphasize that the haber- 
dashery look is only one of several to make fashion news 
this fall. There's also the ethnic influence with Western 
boots and plaids, and the great outdoors look with its 
brushed fabrics and layered sepa'rates. 


As a spokesman from Charles Stevens puts it, "Sure, 


it's a snappy look. But I don't think you'll be seeing 
pinstripe suits seven days a week." 


Self-service dry cleaning cuts cost 


Although dry cleaning your clothing 


Is considerably more expensive than 
laundering, self-service dry cleaning 
machines can reduce the cost. 


But before you dry clean or launder 


a garment, read the label carefully to 
determine the proper caro method. 
Marjorlo Mead, University of Illinois 
Extension clothing specialist, points 
out that some dyes- won't hold In dry 
cleaning solvents, but they can take 
water. 


If the label recommends dry clean- 


Ing, you can use coin-operated ma- 
chines to help rcdUcc the expense. 


Machine cleaning Isn't designed to 


glvo clothing a professionally pressed 
look, but it gives good results for arti- 
cles that don't require careful press- 
Ing, for Instance sweaters, knit wear, 
non-electric blankets, draperies or 
slip covers. 


MACHINE CLEANING docs not al- 


ways remove wear wrinkles, but the 
proems itself docs not add any new 


ones cither. Some coin-cleaning estab- 
lishments provide a water spray to 
use on clothing before you put It into 
the machine. The water helps remove 
wear wrinkles. 


Ms. Mead offers this list of Items 


you should not clean in self-service 
machines and reasons why: 


• Raincoats with a non-permanent 


water-repellent finish that must be re- 
placed. 


• Electric blankets may have their 


Insulation* damaged. 


• Pillows and comforters may lose 


their shape and resiliency. 


• Leather may become brittle. 
• Rubber loses Its elasticity. 
• Felt may shrink. 
• Metallic yam tarnishes some- 


times. 


• Plastics may dissolve or become 


stiff or soft. 


• F l o c k and lacquer prints 


.frequently lose their pattern. 


• Stiffened fabrics may become 


soft.

When using coin-operated machines 


you'll get best results if you take time 
to prepare the clothing for cleaning. 
Turn cuffs down and pockets inside 
out. Close zippers and turn sweaters 
and othtr knit items to tho wrong 
side. 


Prevent curtains and draperies 


from twisting by folding the panels 
onco from top to bottom and pinning 
the ends with large safety pins. 


Sort articles by weight and color. 


For example, don't put heavy items 
with lighter ones in the same load. 
And separate dark-colored garments 
from light-colored ones because dark 
fabrics pick up lint easily. 


IF SPRAY GUNS are available, 


spray food and perspiration stains 


with water. But don't use water on oil 
or grease spots or on fabrics that 
show water marks, Ms. Mead warns. 
Have a professional dry cleaner treat 
garments that contain spots of un- 
known origin or stains, such as blood 
or milk, that may not dissolve in dry 
cleaning solvent.'The solvent used in 
coin-operated machines could set such 
stains. 


Remove all items from the machine 


immediately after it stops, and hang 
each garment on a hanger. Creases 
and pleats usually improve with hang- 
ing. Ms Mead points out that most 
items will be ready to wear when they 
come out of the machine, but some 
may need touching up with an iron. 
It's usually best to let coin-cleaned 
g a r m e n t s hang overnight before 
pressing them.

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Tested tips make packing a cinch 


by ELLIE GROSSMAN 


Now that you've limped home from 


Europe, or tho Orient or the Carib- 
bean, each arm half on Inch longer 
from hauling luggage, here's just 
what you need: packing advice. 


Well, there's always next year or 


next month. Tho principles them- 
selves are timeless. 


The expert In this case Is Pamela 


Ashley, an attractive blonde who rep- 
resents Mark Cross, Fifth Avenue 
* leather goods store in New York. 


(Actually, her name Is Joan West- 


berg and she's on actress from Chi- 
cago. "I'm the original Organized 
Woman for Mark Cross," she says. 
"They came up with the name Pa- 
mela Ashley because it sounds Eng- 
lish. The firm was started In Boston 
In 1W5 by a saddlcmakcr from Eng- 
land. If I leave, the name Pamela 
Ashley will provide continuity.") 


TO BEGIN with, a woman should 


choose a soft-sided piece of luggage 
because "It's lightweight and ex- 
pands. The added weight comes when 
the sides of a suitcase arc molded." 


The 26-inch suitcase she used for 


demonstration was made of canvas 
and leather and had no compartments 
Inside. "If you don't fill up the com- 
partments, you're left with empty 
spaces and you should pack a suitcase 
as full as you can.

Fash- 
lonwise, it's best to work around one 
or two colors and to use lightweight 
clothes you can add layers to. 


"In this suitcase, I have three 


skirts, one dress, two pairs of slacks, 
four lops and an evening dress. All 
the separates mix and match. 


"OF COURSE, you have to take 


Into account the time you're spending, 
the distance and activities," she says. 
"If you're touring, you won't need as 
many clothes as you would at a re- 
sort."

All right, you know generally what 


you're taking; here's how to take it. 


Toiletries and bulky items get pack- 


ed first, except for aerosol cans and 
cosmetics which you'll carry In n sep- 
arate tote. "The air pressure on plan- 
es will cause the aerosol cans to ex- 
pand and you don't want them to 
burst In the cargo area. Don't forget 
to transfer anything in glass bottles to 
pintle bottles and fill them only three- 
fourth full." 


PLACE THE heaviest items — a 


hair dryer, for instance — opposite 
the handle of the suitcase "so when 
you lift the suitcase, they don't fall 
down on your crushables. 


"You're already wearing walking 


shoes, so pack a pair of sandals if you 
need them, sneakers and evening 
shoes. Put V°ur nylons, socks and 
jewelry pouches inside the shoes and 
then put the shoes In shoe mittens or 
plastic bags so they're cushioned and 
won't dirty your clothes." 


When you've completed that Initial 


layer, making sure there are no 
spaces ("I always have a lot of little 
stuffcrs like underwear sets to keep 
shoes from sliding around"), you take 
a piece of cardboard which you've cut 
to size and lay that on top " 


Why? 
"Because at your hotel, instead of 


unpacking everything to get to your 
toiletries, you simply lift out the card- 
board with the clothes." 


HER STRATEGY for clothing is 


"fold and cushion." "The secret," she 
says, "Is to have as few folds in your 
clothes as possible to prevent creases. 
You do this by protecting every fold 
with a rolled Hem: tissue paper, plas- 
tic bags, or all the garments you can 


Tight pants out 


When it comes to pants, too tight Is 


worse than too loose. They should 
hang with an easy, straight line and 
cover most of your shoo. 


roll such as scarves, sweaters, knits 
and Jerseys." 


She starts with the longest items 


first such as slacks and skirts. "I put 
one waistband against one side of the 
suitcase. Don't fold it; let the bottom 
hang out of the suitcase. I put the 
next waistband at the opposite side, 
letting the excess hang out and I go 
back and forth that way. 


"On top, I put blouses and jackets. 


Incidentally, you fold a jacket Inside 
out with the collar up and the sleeves 
flat against each other. Then you fold 
it in halves or thirds. 


"Next, I take the rolled items and 


fill the spaces. When I have all the 
layers in, I just bring up the bottoms 
of the slacks and skirts and fold them 
across. There's no room for creases in 
them this way." 


DON'T FORGET, she says, to pack 


a flat clutch for evening use, and a 
collapsible flight bag "to take all your 
presents home in." 


Make a list of everything you're 


taking for future reference, a check 
against leaving things behind, and 
heaven forbid, "for your claim if the 
baggage is lost." 


Finally, see to it that your business 


address is on the tag and not your 
home address. "You never know 
who's lurking In the airport to see 
which families are going away, leav- 
ing an empty house." 


You see, if it's not totally empty 


when you leave, it just may be when 
you return.

doctor says

Gaining lost weight 
is familiar story 


About three yean ago I went to a diet workshop and lost 21 


pounds, from 147 to 126 pounds. Two years ago I had my gall 
bladder removed and I lost another five pounds which brought me 
down to 121 pounds. 


I felt terrific. In two years I've gained about 10 pounds and I'm 


very uncomfortable. I've tried to lose It. but I've been unsuccess- 
ful. Could you please give me some advice as to what I should eat 
to lose this excess weight? 


Dy the way I'm a 38-year-old female and 5 feet 2. Please try to 


answer soon before I gain another 10 pounds. 


Your story is familiar. Most people who go on a special weight 


losing diet regain most of tho weight because they really didn't 
modify their living habits. I am sending you The Health Letter 
number 4-7, Weight Losing Diet, which will give a basic 1200 ca- 
lories In a balanced diet that you can use for dietary control. You 
can add the foods you want to Increase your calorie Intake furth- 
er If your weight control program will permit it.. 


I don't like for people to cat fewer than 1200 calories a day 


unless they do so under a doctor's supervision. You can be on a 
grossly Inadequate diet if you try it alone. 


Tho foods you should avoid are those that provide essentially 


calorics and little else and lots of calorics with a minimal amount 
of bulk. These foods are tho fats on meats, In cooking oils and 
elsewhere. The other such foods are the concentrated sweets and 
starches. You can eat lots of vegetables, a reasonable amount of 
raw fruits, a limited amount of bread, fortified skim milk and lean 
meats, fish and chicken. 


Tho basic diet plan I am sending you shows you how to do this 


and still have a a balanced diet. Try to use the diet to build 
a permanent eating program for yourself. Others who want this In- 
formation can send a long, stamped, self-addressed envelope with 
SO cents for it.

Meanwhile, also start Increasing your physical activity. A dally 


walk will help. Swim and do other activities if you can. 


I just found out I have a thyroid nodule. I am anxious to know If 


II ever leads to an operation. 


It depends a great deal on what you mean. If you just have some 


general enlargement of your thyroid or. if you have a simple goiter 
It may not require surgery. But if you really mean an Isolated 
distinct nodule In tho thyroid gland then there Is only one way a 
doctor can bo sure of what it is — look at part of It under a 
microscope. 


That is sometimes done with a needle biopsy but more often It Is 


done by surgical removal of the nodule and nearby thyroid tissue. 
In that case the person may need to take a thyroid replacement 
thereafter. 


The doctor can tell a lot about a thyroid nodule using modern 


radlolsotope techniques, but none of these provide absolute infor- 
mation regarding whether tho nodule Is benign or malignant. The 
needle biopsy may miss the Important area that shows changes. 
Tho end result is that most nodules must be looked at under the 
microscope. 


You may be interested to know that about one in 50 adults 


develops a thyroid nodule.

Sprays corner fleas 


better than stalks 


Dear Dorothy: Our dog has evidently carried fleas into our 


homo. Short of getting an exterminator, is there any way to get rid 
of these pests? A friend suggested laying banana stalks around. 
The vet suggested using the commercial flea spray. We worry 
about spraying since we have two small children. And what might 
a spray do to the furniture, woodwork, carpets and so on? — Mrs. 
B. Harriott 


As a rule, it helps to keep a collar on a house pet. But anyway, 


once fleas get Into a house you have to resort to the regular 
sprays. Do it when the children are out of the house. The residual 
effect will do tho job. 


P r o p e r spraying should do no damage to furniture 


or carpets. You'd have a time finding banana stalks because it's 
been years since bananas were shipped that way. One treatment is 
to spread walnut tree branches around. Another is to dip cotton 
balls in oil of eucalyptus and hang them under furniture, beds and 
soon.

Get a good, high-grade paste shoo polish. Rub it on the 


You shouldn't be 
able to see tho scratches. To keep patents In good shape wipe 
them occasionally with petroleum jelly, then wipe off completely. 
Tho lanolin In the jelly nourishes and keeps the leather soft.

inson has the best pair of hands in 
baseball. They're so good, they've 
earned him 16 straight "Gold Glove" 
Awards and nearly $2 million, yet 
they've also fumbled away all his fi- 
nances. 


Practically all, anyway. 


"Ha, ha, your father is going to the 


poor house!" a neighborhood kid tea- 
sed 
his eight-year-old daughter, 


Diana, the other day. 


She ran home to her father. 


"Daddy, they aren't going to take ' 


our house away, are they?" she 
asked, fighting to hold back tears. 


"Of course not," he reassured her. 


Three weeks ago, a circuit court 


judge ordered 
Brooks 
Robinson's 


home in Lutherville, Md., auctioned 
off following a mortgage foreclosure 
suit brought^by a York, Pa. bank. The 
bank charged the Baltimore Orioles' 
popular third baseman hadn't paid 
back a $249,585 loan. 


Brooks Robinson had obtained the 


loan for a sporting goods business he 
operates with two other partners in 
Tlmonium, Md. The loan was to have 
been paid back by April 13, but it 
w a s n ' t . Robinson challenged the 
bank's figure. The bank subsequently 
said he owed only $196,256, but the 
judge's order to auction his home still 
stood. Also due to be auctioned was 
the home of one of his business part- 
ners. 


Brooks Robinson has a wife and 


four kids. He's 39 and hasn't been 
playing much lately for the Orioles. 
With a .200 batting average and only 
10 RBI's he hardly needed another 
problem. 


But he wasn't going to stand by and 


do nothing, so one day this week, he 
went to the bank, withdrew his life 
savings and repaid practically the en- 
tire loan. 


In so doing, Brooks Robinson made 


sure he wouldn't lose his home. Nei- 
ther will his partner now. The loan to 
Brooks Robinson's Sporting Goods 
business was made out In Robinson's 
name and, by repaying it, he saved 
two homes. 
. . . 


"Poor Brooks," says his wife, Con- 


nie. "Now we all know why he hasn't 
been able to play ball the past two 
years. I told him he worked 22 years 
playing ball, saving his money, and 
now he has to start all over again. If 
he lives 500 years, he'll never get 
back all that he put into his busi- 
ness." 


Some ballplayers run around, some 


drink, some like to live big. Brooks 
never did any of these things. When 


news of his financial distress came to 
light, everybody's reaction was "How 
could it possibly happen to somebody 
like upstanding, clean-living Brooks 
Robinson, 
baseball's 
All-American 


Boy? 


"You just don't know how some- 


thing like that happens," his wife 
says. "Brooks couldn't be at his sport- 
ing goods business all the time be- 
cause he had to play ball. You have to 
put your trust and confidence in 
someone else in a case like that, and 
suddenly you're told all the money is 
gone. Brooks isn't down or depressed 
at all though. He must keep every- 
thing inside him. He's unreal. Ho 
looks at me every five minutes and 
says 'are you all right?' I tell him, 
yes, until I start thinking about what 
happened."

Babe Ruth, Lclty Grove and John 


McGraw all played in Baltimore, but 
none was more popular than Brooks 
Robinson. As soon as people in Balti- 
more learned of his plight, his tele- 
phone never stopped ringing. 


"They were absolutely incredible," 


says Connie. "They called up and of- 
fered him as much as $5,000 and 
$10,000 to help him out. They didn't 
want to lend him the money; they 
wanted to GIVE it to him. They hated 
to sec Brooks in a mess. But you 
know Brooks. He wouldn't take a pen- 
ny. He's such a proud person. This 
whole thing is a shame. He didn't do 
anything dishonest or illegal, he only 
made a bad investment. He was sav- 
ing that money for his retirement, but 
now I laugh and tell him he's going to 
have to take a job and work triple 


shifts. He's optimistic though. He has 
his health, he tliinks his sporting 
goods business will be all right now 
and he'd like to keep playing ball. He 
certainly doesn't want to retire. With 
all this off his mind, he's bound to do 
better."

blossom to blossom with wings bent- 
ing as fast as 50 times n second. 
Darting through the air upward, down 
ward. backward or forward, he visits 
hundreds of nectar-filled flowers each 
day. 


The hummer has a long, slender bill 


especially suited for sipping nectar. 
His tongue, unlike any other animal's, 
curves upward and inward to form 
u tube. The forked ends form a dou- 
ble straw through which the sweet 
nourishment to sucked Into Ills mouth. 


Many times tiny Insects within the 


petals will be sucked up along with 


the nectar. These mini-morsels (jive 
our hummer his much-needed protein, 
and he also may seize them with his 
flashing sticky tongue while he hovers, 
catch them on the wing or even steal 
them from spider webs. 


Many of these jewels of the air 


weigh Just a fraction of an ounce. Al- 
though his tiny body requires less 
food than n larger bird, he needs 
more nourishment in proportion to his 
size than any other creature.

'Showboat9 high on spirit 
despite flaws in staging

One of community theater's biggest 


drawing cards is its enthusiasm. 
While acting and staging may not be 
of Broadway caliber, the spirit of the 
cast and its audience usually runs 
high.

Ron Nicholas, Arlington Heights, 


also puts in a strong performance in 
his first DPTG role as Captain Andy, 
the raucous Cotton Blossom director. 
Nicholas' earnest improvisations dur- 
ing an ill-fated fight scene in one ot 
the Cotton Blossom's plays is particu- 
larly well-done. One has to wonder 
how many hours of practice he put 
into those punches and stage tumbles!

Paramedics to pilot test IL S. exam 


Paramedics from • the Northwest 


suburbs will help test 'a national ex- 
amination that someday may be used 
to set uniform standards for the train- 
ing and certifying of paramedics na- 
tionwide. 


The test will be administered 


Wednesday and Thursday at Ingalls 
Memorial Hospital, Harvey, one of 
three sites in the nation selected to pi- 
lot test the proposed national exam. 


A total of 200 Illinois-certified para- 


medics from programs at Northwest 
C o m m u n i t y Hospital, Arlington 
Heights; Silver Cross Hospital, Jo- 
liet; and Ingalls will be tested on writ- 
ten and practical exams. 


The test was developed by the Uni- 


versity of Kansas and is sponsored by 
the National Registry of Emergency 
Medical Technicians. Presently, each 
state has its own requirements for 
training and certifying paramedics. 


A national exam would make the 


standards uniform across the country. 


Dr. Stanley Zydlo Jr., director of 


the mobile intensive care program 


based at Northwest Community, said 
the test would help ensure the com- 
petency of paramedics nationally. 


In addition to Ingalls, tho exam has 


been pilot tested at tho University of 
Kansas and the University of Colora- 
do Medical Center. 


If the results of the Ingalls test are 


acceptable, the exam will be sub- 
mitted to the National Registry of 
Emergency Medical Technicians for 
possible adoption as a national stan- 
dard.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - White col- 


lar criminals will be a little easier to 
catch under Supreme Court rulings 
handed down in the recently com- 
pleted term. 


The justices provided new tools for 


prosecutors tracking down white col- 
lar crime by allowing them to seize 
personal business records and bank 
accounts for use as evidence. 


In addition, an accountant's records 


can be obtained and, in many in- 
stances, records left with a lawyer. 


The court ruled in the bank records 


case that a depositor has no "legiti- 
mate expectation of privacy" once he 
uses a third party — the bank — in 
his transactions. 


JUSTICE LEWIS F. Powell Jr. said 


"the depositor takes the risk" and 
police, the Internal Revenue Service, 
the FBI and other law enforcers can 
subpoena bank records. Under a fed- 
eral law upheld by the high court two 
years ago, bonks are required to keep 
microfilmed records of major trans- 
actions — again making white collar 
crime a little easier to discover. 


A decision rendered last month by 


Justice Harry A. Blackmun is likely 
to be even more far-reaching. 
Blackmun said a person's Fifth 
Amendment right 
against 
self-in-

poice seize personal business papers. 


Although the ruling merely affirmed 


the conviction of a Maryland lawyer 
for land fraud, its impact will permit 
prosecutors to use personally dictated 
memoranda and notes at trial even if 
the material is, in effect, a confession. 


Blackmun said the Fifth Amend- 


ment is not violated by the use of 
such evidence if the defendant made 
the statements voluntarily, long be- 
fore there was any danger police may 
have coerced an incriminating state- 
ment.

WHILE DEALING sharply with 


those who intentionally defraud the 
public, the court was far more lenient 
interpreting ambiguous portions of 
federal securities law, ruling against 
stockholders In two cases. 


In a 6-2 decision lost March, with 


Powell again writing the opinion, it 
held stockholders may not recover 
damages against accounting firms for 


- failing to dicover a corporate stock 


fraud. 


In a sweeping interpretation of a 


portion of the 1934 Securities and Ex- 
change Act, Powell said it must bo 
proven the accountant intended to de- 
ceive stockholders before they can re- 
cover damages. Mere incompetence, 
Powell said, is not covered by the law 
no matter how extreme the losses. 


The Securities and Exchange Com- 


mission had argued for a tougher in- 
terpretation. Blackmun, siding with 
the SEC in dissent, said "an investor 
can be victimized just as much by 
negligent conduct as by positive de- 
ception" and should have the help of 
the law in either case. 


THE COURT addressed another 


section of the securities law in June. 
Faced with two kinds of tests for cor- 
porate disclosure in proxy statements, 
the court chose the less demanding. 
This time, however, the court took the 
SEC's advice. 


Justice Thurgood Marshall said cor- 


porate officers cannot be held liable 
for failing to provide stockholders 
with all conceivable information in- 
volved in a proxy vote. Rather, they 
must provide only information which 
a stockholder would probably rely on 
in casting his proxy. 


Marshall said a more strict dis- 


closure standard would "simply bury 
the shareholder in an avalanche of tri- 
vial information — a result that is 
hardly conducive to decision 
ak- 


ing."

Whatever type of short pile carpet- 


ing you choose, you'll find caring for 
it is easier than a shag. "We have 
much less trouble cleaning the new 
styles," reports Earl Jeff ires, chief 
field engineer for The Eureka Com- 
pany, who with his staff regularly 
tests about 250 different carpet sam- 
ples. "Not only are the short piles 
easier to vacuum, but carpet manu- 
facturers now pretreat fibers with a 
dirt repellant," Jeffries says. 


TO INSURE THAT your new carpet 


or rug will stay bright and beautiful, 


The Eureka Home Care Institute 
recommends that you check before 
purchase to make sure that the back- 
ing is tightly woven and the tufts arc 
firmly anchored. Invest in a rug pod; 
It will fill in uneven spaces in the 
floor and help prevent worn spots. A 
pad also adds softness and absorbs 
noise. 


New carpets generally fluff until all 


the loose bits of pile have come to the 
surface. Vacuuming regularly will 
speed up the process and will make 
fluffing stop sooner. But the Institute 
warns that vacuum-cleaner bags need 
to be emptied often with a new car- 
pet.

what-not, boxes languishing in your 
-closet right now. And now picture 
them as a matched set... they'd look 
like custom-made closet organizers, 
the kind you'd pay a small fortune for 
In a store. 


To turn them into elegant chset ac- 


cessories, all you need to do is cover 
them with pretty fabric (even in- 
expensive dress goods could be ele- 
gant), nnd add trimmings or ribbon 
and lace. 


IT TAKKS NO special talent, no 


fancy cutting — just a little time and 
some glue. 


Here's how: 
1. Lay out fabric, face down. 
2. Position box on It in a way that 


leaves enough fabric to bring up over 
all sides, allowing for 1" turn-ins at 
all sides. Mark position. Cut off ex- 
cess fabric. (Sec diagram A.) Shaded 
areas show fabric to be cut off. 


3. Apply glue around edges of box 


base. Replace box on fabric. 


4. Bring fabric up on two opposite 


sides of'box. Turn over top edges and 
glue. Smooth fabric as you go. 


5. Bring 1" turn-Ins around remain- 


ing two sides of box, and glue. Also 
glue along fabric edges, forming 
hems. Then turn fabric up over sides 
of box, and glue as before. (See dia- 
gram B.) 


For outslzo boxes, or round ones, 


use separate fabric pieces for bottom 
and sides. First do sides, wrapping a 
length of fabric around box. 


FABRIC SHOULD BE 2" wider 


than needed — 1" to turn under top 
edge, the other 1" to turn under bot- 
tom. When this is glued, trace bottom, 
cut a separate piece of fabric to fit 
and glue in place. 


Glued-down fabric edges won't fray, 


so there's no need to turn under. 


To line boxes, It's easier to work on 


cardboard cut to fit loosely on each 
side and bottom. Cover the cardboard, 
then glue in the box. 


Spray-pointing the insldes is one al- 


ternative to lining. Use a fast-drying 
paint and spray two coats to get a 
lustrous and sturdy finish.

Suburb housing sought for poor families

Suburban officials and apartment 


building owners arc being asked to 
help find apartments for -too families 
who uro living In public housing In 
Chicago. 


The search for suburban housing for 


Iho low-Income families is n voluntary 
attempt to implement an April Su- 
preme Court decision that said the 
federal courts could order low-Income 
housing in the suburbs to relieve inner 
city segregation. 


Tho Chicago office of the U.S. Dcpt. 


of Housing and Urban Development 


and the Leadership Council for Metro- 
polltan Open Communities arc cooper- 
ating in the effort. 


AREA MAYORS have received a 


letter from HUD regional adminis- 
trator John Wanor explaining the plan 
and the Leadership Council, a nonpro- 
fit citizens' group created to end hous- 
ing discrimination, has started to con- 
tact landlords. 


Plans are to relocate 100 to ISO pub- 


lic housing families In suburban Cook 
County. An additional 250 to 300 low- 
Income families would be relocated In 
other suburban counties. 


Officials hope to use the federal 


government's Section 6 subsidy pro- 
gram under which a family puts 25 
per cent of its income toward the 
monthly rent in a private apartment 
building with'HUD paying the balance 
of the rent. 


Kale Williams, Leadership Council 


director, said Monday he hopes to 
start notifying families in October of 
the possibility of moving from public 
housing In Chicago to the suburbs. Ac- 
tual moves could start by November, 
he said. 


"We're encouraged that most of the 


building owners at least are willing to 
talk with us about the plan and see 
the value of a voluntary program 
rather than the alternative of a court- 
ordered plan," Williams said. 


IN APIUL, the U.S. Supreme Court 


in Gautrcaux vs. Hills, ruled unani- 
mously that the U.S. District Court 
can order an areawide low-income 
housing plan to alleviate segregation 
caused by the concentration of public 
housing in the city. The original dis- 
crimination suit was filed in 1966 by 
residents of an all black public hous- 
ing project in.Chicago against HUD 


and the Chicago Housing Authority. ' 


Williams said the HUD and attor- 


neys for Gautreaux agreed in June to 
"experiment" for one year with ways 
to implement the decision before go- 
Ing back to U.S. District Court Judge 
Richard B. Austin for a court-ordered 
desegregation plan. " 


A contract between HUD and the 


Leadership Council to promote the 
Section 8 rent Subsidy program was 
signed last month, he said. 


Williams said that 400 families is 


"large enough to be a significant 
sample and small enough to be within 
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the realm of possibility for one year's 
time." 


He estimated that 10 to 15 per cent. 


of the families living in public housing * 
in Chicago would be Interested and 
able to move to subsidized housing in 
the suburbs. 


"We've had some experience in this 


area," he said. "A lot of people won't 
be interested, won't find a suburban 
location convenient. But we estimate 
10 to 15 per cent will want to move for 
future job possibilities, schools or any 
of the other reasons people have for 
living in the suburbs."

City asked to aid firm with $700,000 in bonds

An Indiana firm has asked DCS 


Plaines to authorize the sale of 
$700,000 in Industrial-revenue bonds to 
help finance a facility proposed at 
1375 Mount Prospect Rd. 


The firm, Fort Wayne Leasing Co. 


Inc.. Fort Wayne, Ind., has asked the 
city to authorize the bond sale to fi- 
nance land acquisition and construc- 
tion of a facility where trucks and oth- 
er vehicles would be overhauled and 
repaired. 


Illinois law allows municipalities to 


issue industrial-revenue bonds to fi- 
nance private business ventures. The 
bonds carry a lower interest rate than 


conventional financing, and arc in- 
tended to stimulate economic growth, 
create jobs and increase the city's tax 
base. 


CITY OFFICIALS said the city 


would not Incur liability and that 
there would be no increase in taxes as 
a result of the bond sale. 


City Atty. Charles Hug Monday said 


officials from Fort Wayne Leasing 
met with the city council's finance 
committee several weeks ago, but the 
city has not acted on the bond sale 
request. 


"The city council has passed a reso- 


lution that says the city will consider 
issuing the bonds with the contingency 
that they agree to annex the area to 


the city before the bonds arc issued," 
he said. "Thc'dty can legally issue 
the bonds if the property is within 10 
miles of the city limits, but the coun- 
cil doesn't want to do that until they 
annex to the city." 


The facility proposed 
by Fort 


Wayne Leasing fronts on Wille Road 
and is directly south of the city limits. 


F u t u r e meetings between Fort 


Wayne Leasing and city officials have 
not been scheduled. Officials from the 
firm were unavailable for comment 
Monday.

Fort Wayne Leasing is the fourth

The city approved the sale of $11.5 


million in bonds to finance the ex- 
pansion of Holy Family Hospital and 
$900,000 in bonds to finance the ex- 
pansion of the Northwest Suburban 
YMCA, 300 Northwest Hvvy. 


A request by Dry Storage Corp., 


1700 S. Wolf Rd., for the city to issue 
$1 million in industrial-revenue bonds 
for an expansion project later was 
withdrawn by the company. 


Auto workers prepare for strike

DETROIT (UPI) - The Ford Motor 


Co. offered the United Auto Workers 
union a third contract proposal late 
Monday. The union quickly rejected it 
and UAW Pres. Leonard Woodcock 
said there is only a "one in 100 
chance" of avoiding a strike at 11:59 
p.m. today. 


Woodcock said the union refused to 


extend the contract covering Ford's 
170,000 workers and that negotiators 
"are a long way apart." 


For the first time, Ford addressed a 


top priority union demand for more 
paid days off. Bui the UAW rejected 


. the company plan as "essentially un- 


responsive to putting new workers 
into the labor force." 


IT WOULD give workers with 25 


years of seniority up to 40 hours — a 
full work week — of extra time off if 
they maintained a perfect attendance 
record during a full year's period. 
The "time bank" would begin with 
workers who have three years' senior- 
ity and would give them 20 hours off. 


Based 'on Ford's latest proposal, 


Woodcock said, "there is much too 
big a gap to bridge in the short time 
left." 


The unusual third offer was made 


public by Sidney McKenna, Ford's la- 
bor vice president, who said the new 
proposal answered all of the key eco- 
nomic issues raised by the UAW. 


"It has been our intention since the 


beginning of these negotiations to 
reach a settlement without a strike," 
McKenna said. "We made these pro- 
posals today with the hope that they 
would help accomplish that objec-- 


live." 


TRADITIONALLY, neither the com- 


pany nor the union has made public 
any new offers so close to the strike 
deadline. Ford's stance lifted some'of 
the pessimism surrounding the talks 
that a strike could not be averted. 


Normally, bargainers already would 


have been engrossed in marathon ses- 
sions. But McKenna said he did not 
know if negotiations would go through 
the night as they have in the past as'

Auto workers prepare for strike

DETROIT (UPI) - The Ford Motor 


Co. offered the United Auto Workers 
union a third contract proposal late' 
Monday. Tho union quickly rejected It 
and UAW Prcs. Leonard Woodcock 
said there is only n "one In 100 
chance" of avoiding a strike at 11:59 
p.m. today. 


Woodcock said the union refused to 


extend tho contract covering Ford's 
170,000 workers and that negotiators 
"are a long way apart." 


For tho first time, Ford addressed a 


top priority union demand for more 
paid days off. But the UAW rejected 
the company plan as "essentially un- 
responsive to putting new workers 
Into the labor force." 


IT WOULD give workers witli 25 


years of seniority up to 40 hours — a 
full work week — of extra timo off If 
they maintained a perfect attendance 
record during a full year's period. 
The "time bank" would begin with 
workers who have three years' senior- 
ity and would give them 20 hours off. 
• Based on Ford's latest proposal, 


Woodcock said, "there Is much too 
big a gap to bridge in the short time 
left." 


The unusual third offer was made 


public by Sidney McKenna, Ford's la- 
bor vice president, who said the new 
proposal answered all of the key eco- 
nomic issues raised by the UAW. 


"It has been our Intention since the 


beginning of these • negotiations' to 
reach a settlement without a strike," 
McKenna said. "We made these pro- 
posals today with the hope that they 
would help accomplish that objec- 


actively, I, too, am at a little loss 
why," he said.

per cent of its Income toward the 
monthly rent in a private apartment 
building with HUD paying the balance 
of the rent. 


Kale Williams, Leadership Council 


director, said Monday he hopes to 
start notifying families in October of 
the possibility of moving from public 
housing In Chicago to the suburbs.

Suburban officials and apartment 


building owners arc being asked to 
help find apartments for 400 families 
who are living in public housing In 
Chicago. 


The search for suburban housing for 


the low-Income families Is a voluntary 
attempt to implement an April Su- 
preme Court decision that said the 
federal courts could order low-income 
housing In the suburbs to relieve Inner 
city segregation. 


The Chicago office of the U.S. Dcpt. 


of Housing and Urban Development 


and the Leadership Council for Metro- 
politan Open Communities arc cooper- 
ating In the effort. 


AREA MAYORS have received a 


letter from HUD regional adminis- 
trator John Wancr explaining the plan 
and the Leadership Council, a nonpro- 
fit citizens' group created to end hous- 
ing discrimination, has started to con- 
tact landlords. 


Plans arc to relocate 100 to 150 pub- 


lic housing families In suburban Cook 
County. An additional 250 to 300 low- 
income families would be relocated In 
other suburban dountics. 


Officials hope to use the federal 


government's Section 8 subsidy pro- 
gram under which a family puts 25 
per cent of its Income toward the 
monthly rent in a private apartment 
building with HUD paying the balance 
of the rent. 


Kale Williams, Leadership Council 


director, suid Monday he hopes to 
start notifying families in October of 
the possibility of moving from public 
housing in Chicago to the suburbs. Ac- 
tual moves could start by November, 
he said. 


"We're encouraged that most of the 


building owners at least are willing to 
talk with us about the plan and see 
the value of a voluntary program 
rather than the alternative of a court- 
ordered plan," Williams said. 


IN APRIL, the U.S. Supreme Court 


in Gautreaux vs. Hills, ruled unani- 
mously that the U.S. District Court 
can order an areawlde low-income 
housing plan to alleviate segregation 
caused by the concentration of public 
housing in the city. The original dis- 
crimination suit was filed in 1066 by 
residents of an all black public hous- 
ing project in Cliicago against HUD 


and the Chicago Housing Authority. 


Williams said the HUD and attor- 


neys for Gautreaux agreed in June to 
"experiment" for one year with ways 
to implement the decision before go- 
ing back to U.S. District Court Judge 
Richard B. Austin for a court-ordered 
desegregation plan. 


A contract between HUD and the 


Leadership Council to promote the 
Section 8 rent subsidy program was 
signed last month, he said. 


Williams said that 400 families is 


"large enough to be a significant 
sample and small enough to be within 
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the realm of possibility for one year's 
time." 


He estimated that 10 to 15 per cent 


of the families living in public housing • 
in Chicago would be interested and 
able to move to subsidized housing in 
the suburbs. 


"We've had some experience in this 


area," he said. "A lot of people won't 
be interested, won't find a suburban 
location convenient. But we estimate 
10 to 15 per cent will want to move for 
future job possibilities, schools or any 
of the other reasons people have for 
living in the suburbs."

Pinball arcade 
violates zoning 
code: officials

A Grove Mall pinball arcade appar- 


ently is violating village zoning codes 
and its own lease, Elk Grove Village 
officials said Monday. 


In addition to its current legal prob- 


lems, One Octave Higher — a record 
shop with 20 pinball games in a back 
room — is facing problems with two 
proposed 
village 
ordinances. 
One 


would punish the teen-agers who loiter 
outside, and the other would ban ar- 
cades within 300 feet of other crowd- 
generating businesses like Ice cream 
parlors. 


And One Octave Higher is next to 


an ice cream parlor. 


ALTHOUGH ONE Octave Higher is 


the only store in the village with an 
amusement center and is next to an 
ice cream parlor, village officials de- 
nied the ordinance was written specif- 
ically for the one store. 


Village Ally. George B. Knicker- 


bocker said the 300-foot provision was 
drawn up on the advice of a planner 
who was unfamiliar with the mall sit- 
uation. 


"It was not the intent to hit one 


store but to avoid a cumulative effect 
of loitering. The ordinance is going to 
be applied throughout the village," he 
said. 


T r u s t e e Nanci L. Vanderweel 


agreed, adding the point may be moot 
for One Octave Higher "as they have 
broken their lease." 


ROBERT CALKINS, shopping cen- 


ter manager, acknowledged that the 
store's lease does not allow pinball 
machines but would not comment on 
what might be done about the viola- 
tion. 


Frank Schlinkhoff, owner of 'the 


record store, could not l>e reached for 
comment Monday. 


The law to prohibit loitering is part 


of a new disorderly conduct ordinance 
and specifies fines of between $10 and 
$500 for each offense.

The disorderly conduct ordinance, 
when passed, would enable police to 
make arrests of loiterers and anyone 
who "hinders, annoys or molests" 
passerbys. Also outlawed would be an 
"unreasonable or offensive act, utter- 
ance, gesture or display." 


Knickerbocker said the amusement 


licensing ordinance would not permit 
the operation of machines in a music 
store. 


The loitering ordinance will be ac- 


ted on at tonight's village board meet- 
ing, but the licensing ordinance will 
be delayed until the zoning code is 
amended, to clarify the status of 
amusement centers. The plan com- 
mission will hold a public hearing on 
the amendment. 


Knickerbrocker said the store is in 


a business district where village zon- 
ing codes do not allow amusement 
centers. "The licenses for the machin- 
es were issued incorrectly as an ac- 
cessory use," he said.

DETROIT (UPI) - The Ford Motor 


Co. offered the United Auto Workers 
union a third contract proposal late 
Monday. The union quickly rejected it 
and UAW Pres. Leonard Woodcock 
said there Is only a "one in 100 
chance" of avoiding a strike at 11:59 
p.m. today. 


Woodcock said the union refused to 


extend the contract covering Ford's 
170,000 workers and that negotiators 
"arc a long way apart." 


For the first time, Ford addressed a 


top priority union demand for more 
paid days off. But the UAW rejected' 
the company plan as "essentially un- 
responsive to putting new workers 
into the labor force." 


IT WOULD give workers with 25 


years of seniority up to 40 hours — a 
full work week — of extra time off if 
they maintained a perfect attendance 
record during a full year's period. 
The "time bonk" would begin with 
workers who have three years' senior- 
ity and would give them 20 hours off. 


Based on Ford's latest proposal, 


Woodcock said, "there is much too 
big a gap to bridge in the short time 
left." 


The unusual third offer was made 


public by Sidney McKenna, Ford's la- 
bor vice president, who said the new 
proposal answered all of the key eco- 
nomic issues raised by the UAW. 


"It has been our intention since the 


beginning of these negotiations to 
reach a settlement without a strike," 
McKenna said. "We made these pro- 
posals today with the hope that they 
would help accomplish that objec- 


tive." 


TRADITIONALLY, neither the com- 


pany nor the union has made public 
any new offers so close to the strike 
deadline. Ford's stance lifted some of 
the pessimism surrounding the talks 
that a strike could not be averted. 


Normally, bargainers already would 


have been engrossed in marathon ses- 
sions. But McKenna said he did not 
know if negotiations would go through 
the night as they have in the past as

"Respect Your Bartender" says a 


sign behind the bar at Mac and Al's 
Corner Top — a bar the Illinois Li- 
quor Control Commission Monday 
ruled could stay open. 


But neither the sign nor the ruling 


that reversed an earlier decision by 
the Palatine Llcfuor Control Commis- 
sion closing the bar had any effect on 
the few patrons gathered Monday in 
the downtown bar. 


The Spanish-speaking customers 


standing in the dimly lit bar at 60 N. 
Bothwell St. leased the bartender and 
made him wait before paying for a 
drink. 


"YOU DON'T LIKE to pay for 'em, 


but you like to throw 'em down just 
like that," said the bartender as he 
snapped his fingers quickly. 


And so life continued at Mac and 


Al's. 


The Palatine Liquor Control Com- 


mission had ordered the bar's liquor 
license revoked and the tavern closed 
following an incident in which a 15- 
year-old allegedly was sold a six-pack 
of beer. This was the latest of a long 
scries of problems at the downtown 
bar. 


But the decision was reversed in a 


written order Monday by the three- 
member stale panel following a hear- 
ing Aug. 30 before the agency. 


THE COMMISSION ruled "the evi- 


dence is insufficient that no com- 
petent proof of age was offered" to 
warrant the village commission's ac- 
tion 


Village Pre*. Wendell E. Jones, who 


serves as village liquor control com- 
mission chairman, said he "can't be- 
lieve" the state panel's action in re- 
versing the order. 


"IHiidn't surprise me but it upset 


me tremendously," he said Monday. 
"All the testimony in the hearing and 
in Arlington Heights Circuit Court was 
that no proof of age was asked for," 
ho added. 


Jones said he will ask the village 


liquor conlrol commission lo proceed 
with the appeal process by asking the 
state panel for a review of the case. 


THE TAVERN HAS remained open 


since Ihe July 23 decision of the vil- 
lage liquor control commission be- 
cause state law allows establishments 
under appeal of a decision to remain 
open pending the oulcome of the ap- 
peal. 


In a related matter. Jones said a 


date has yet to be set for a rehearing 
by the village commission of its deci- 
sion suspending for 30 days the liquor

"We arc putting up a stop sign this 


week, just as soon as we can get a 
sign out to Schaumburg," a county 
highway department spokesman said 
Monday. 


Following a hit-and-run accident at 


the intersection last week that se- 
riously injured a Schaumburg girl, 
county highway officials said traffic 
volume on Springinsguth Road could 
not justify a stop sign, even thougli 
studies show nearly half the drivers 
using the street exceed the 30-milc- 
per-hour speed limit.

Springinsguth Rd., and her neighbor, 
Pat Layton, 320 Springinsguth Rd., 
weren't satisfied. 


The women immediately began call- 


ing Cook- County Board Pres. George 
Dunne's office and the county high- 
way department.

occur at the intersection at least once 
a month. Either a stop sign, they said, 
is needed or the speed limit should be 
reduced. 


After three days of telephoning. 


Mrs. Layton reached Dunne early 
Monday, and he promised to in- 
vestigate and call her back. 


Several hours later County Highway 


Supt. Hugo J. Stark called her to tell 
her the stop sign would be in "by the 
end of the week," Mrs. Layton said. 
She said Stark told her he had made a

THE HIGHWAY department con- 


firmed Stark's trip to the village. 
"Mr. Stark feels, regardless of the 
traffic count, that this is a very dan- 
gerous intersection and should be con- 
trolled by a four-way stop sign," a 
spokesman said. 


County regulations call for stop 


signs on streets where traffic counts 
show the road is used by at least 
10.000 cars each day. 


County officials say weekly traffic 


counts show about 9,300 cars use 
Springinsguth Road each day. They 
say traffic has been increasing since 
Scliaumburg Road reconstruction be- 
gan last Spring, forcing many drivers 
to use the street to reach Wise Road 
and travel west to Harrington Road. 


Mrs. Layton said she is "elated" at 


the decision. "Now maybe I won't 
have to sit in my family room and 
cringe each time I hear a bump or 
thud outside." 


Mrs. Hartsburg said she was "re- 


lieved" at the decision to install the 
sign. But had the sign been up last 
week, the 17-year-old girl injured at 
the intersection while riding her bi- 
cycle might have "either avoided the 
mishap or not been as badly hurt," 
she added. 


"A stop sign will at least force traf- 


fic to slow down." she said. 


Panel approves new ethics policy 


Members of the Hoffman Estates 


Village Board judiciary committee 
agreed Monday to ask village trustees 
to adopt an ethics policy that would 
be given to elected and appointed offi- 
cials and municipal employes.

Trustee Mel Timmons, judiciary 


chairman, said the statement was 
prepared by Village Mgr. George 
Longmeyer. It is, Timmons said, 
more suited to village problems than 
the ordinance, which was based on a 
code adopted in the Village of Pala- 
tine in 1974. 


THE ORDINANCE had been dead- 


locked in committee since February 
while members sought comment from 
village officials and employes. 


Timmons, Mrs. Pavey and Trustee 


Ralph Lycrla supported the state- 
ment, but Trustee William Cowin dis- 
agreed saying he does not believe It 
should apply to elected officials. 


Cowin said he believes an elected 


official's oath of office covers "all 
ethical questions." 


"As far as this statement is con- 


cerned, I will not sign anything, I will 
not agree to it or repeat it, or make 
any further comment on it at all," 
Cowin said. 


Cowin, a self-employed real estate 


broker, also had criticized the pro- 
posed ordinance, repeatedly labeling 
it "impossible to live with" and dis- 
criminatory.

IT WOULD give workers with 25 


years of seniority up to 40 hours — a 
full work week — of extra time off if 
they maintained a perfect attendance 
record during a full year's period. 
The '"time bank" would begin with 
workers who have three years' senior- 
ity and would give them 20 hours off. 


. Based on Ford's latest proposal, 


Woodcock said, "there is much too 
big a gap to bridge in the short time 
left." 


The unusual third offer was made 


public by Sidney McKenna, Ford's la- 
bor vice president, who said the new 
proposal answered all of the key eco- 
nomic Issues raised by the UAW. 


"It has been our Intention since the 


beginning of these negotiations to 
reach a settlement without a strike," 
McKenna said. "We made these pro- 
posals today with the hope that they 
would help accomplish that objec- 


tive." 


TRADITIONALLY, neither the com- 


pany nor the union has made public 
any new offers so close to the strike 
deadline. Ford's stance lifted some of 
the pessimism surrounding the talks 
that a strike could not be averted.

Tho dream of many Northwest sub- 


urbanites, to livo in prestigious In- 
verness, may eventually como true 
for persons living in the unincorpo- 
rated areas surrounding the village. 


A 5-to 10-year plan suggested by Vil- 


lage Pros. Russell V. Puzcy calls for 
annexing 060 acres of land adjacent to 
the village to "ensure the standard 
and value of Inverness" and to keep 
the areas from becoming commercial. 


"It would be wonderful," Mrs. Ken- 


ncth S. Brooks, 22 S. Roberts Rd., 
said of the possibility of becoming a 
homeowner in Inverness. Mrs. Brooks 
lives in ono of the most developed 
areas being considered for annexa- 
tion. 


"Wo have basically tho.same thing 


they have — one-acre lots zoned for 
single-family," Mrs. Roberts said. 
"And I'd like to see lower speed limits 
here to get rid of some of the trucks. I 
think wo'd get better police protec- 
tion." 


OTHER RESIDENTS of the pro- 


posed annexation site, north of Free- 
man Road to Palatine Road in Pala- 
tine Township, had similar reactions 
to possible annexation with Inverness. 
But some said they would prefer to 
stay unincorporated. 


Puzcy suggested annexing the unin- 


corporated land around Inverness in a 
village newsletter last spring. 


"Inverness Is no longer at the fringe 


of the developments engulfing us from 
the southeast; we are In the middle of 
the mess," Puzcy wrote.

"Inverness all the way," said Daryl 


C. Boyd, 49 S. Poteet St. "I'd rather 
have police protection and do without 
sewers and a water system." 


"I'd love to be taken into In- 


verness," said Mrs. Albert Henhapl, 
50 S. Roberts Rd. "I want the area to 
stay as residential as possible. We 
bought out here because we wanted to 
live In the country atmosphere." 


ANOTHER WOMAN, asking to re- 


main anonymous, said if she had a 
choice she would definitely "want to 
go Inverness." She voiced a fear of 
many persons from the area — that 
they would be incorporated into Hoff- 
man Estates instead of Inverness. But 
Hoffman Estates officials say they 
have no intention of extending their 
village boundaries .northward to In- 
verness. 


A Warren Avenue resident said In- 


verness "is a nice village and well 
managed, but I don't see what we'd 
have to gain by being incorporated." 


Puzey said the advantages of an- 


nexation to Inverness would include 
"the Inverness name, the police pro- 
tection, the street maintenance and 
increased resale value of homes." 


Inverness is under contract with 


Barrington's 24-member police force 
for police protection. The unincorpo- 
rated areas surrounding the village 
are patrolled by the Cook County 
Sheriffs Dept. 


PUZEY SAID THAT annexation 


probably would not mean an increase 
in taxes for persons living in the unin- 
corporated areas. Inverness residents 
pay 78 cents per $100 assessed valu- 
ation to the village for police, street 
maintenance and general corporate 
taxes. 


One area suggested for annexation 


in Puzey's long-term plan is 126 acres 
northwest of Palatine and Ela Roads.

The parcels and areas of land Pu- 


zey has recommended would increase 
the village's four square miles by 
about one-third. The village's bound- 
aries include more than 2,600 acres. 


Inverness is zoned for single-family 


houses on minimum one-acre lots. Pu- 
zey said it would be "premature" to 
discuss what would happen to houses 
built on lots less than one acre if the 
lots arc annexed. 


"Everything has to be spoken of in 


very general terms since nothing for- 
mal has been introduced," he said.

lage government. But Puzey left open 
the possibility of going to landowners 
in the areas he has suggested for an- 
nexation and asking them if they 
would like to become part of the vil- 
lage.

proval, opposition will probably be 
minimal. Yet thero will be some oppo- 
sition. 


"I'm not very enthusiastic about it

(lie tow-Income families Is a voluntary 
attempt to implement an April Su- 
preme Court decision that said the 
federal courts could order low-income 
housing In the suburbs to relieve inner 
city segregation. 


The Chicago office of the U.S. Dcpt. 


of Housing and Urban Development 


and the Leadership Council for Metro- 
politan Open Communities are cooper- 
ating In the effort. 


AREA .MAYORS have received a 


letter from HUD regional adminis- 
trator John Wancr explaining the plan 
and the Leadership Council, a nonpro- 
fit citizens' group created to end hous- 
ing discrimination, has .started to con- 
tact landlords. 


Plans are to relocate 100 to ISO pub- 


lic housing families in suburban Cook 
County. An additional 250 to 300 low- 
Income families would be relocated in 
other suburban counties. 


Officials hope to use the federal 


government's Section 0 subsidy pro- 
gram under which a family puts 25 
per cent of its income toward the 
monthly rent in a private apartment 
building with HUD paying the balance 
of the rent. 


Kale Williams. Leadership Council 


director, said Monday he hopes to 
start notifying families in October of 
the possibility of moving from public 
housing in Chicago to the suburbs. Ac- 
tual moves could start by November, 
he said. 


"We're encouraged that most of the 


building owners at least are willing to 
tulk witli us about the plan and see 
the value of a voluntary program 
rather than tho alternative of a court- 
ordered plan," Williams said. 


IN APRIL, the U.S. Supreme Court 


In Gmitrcaux vs. Hills, ruled unani- 
mously that the U.S. District Court 
can order an arcawidc low-income 
housing plan to alleviate segregation 
caused by the concentration of public 
housing in the city. The original dis- 
crimination suit was filed in 1906 by 
residents of an nil black public hous- 
ing project in Chicago against HUD 


and the Chicago Housing Authority. 


Williams said the HUD and attor- 


neys for Gautrcaux agreed in June to 
"experiment" for one year with ways 
to implement the decision before go- 
ing back to U.S. District Court Judge 
Richard B. Austin for a court-ordered 
desegregation plan. 


A contract between HUD and the 


Leadership Council to promote the 
Section 8 rent subsidy program was 
signed last month, he said. 


Williams said that 400 families is 


"large enough to be a significant 
sample and small enough to be within 


the realm of possibility for one year's 
time." 


He estimated that 10 lo 15 per cent 


of the families living in public housing 
in Chicago would be interested and 
able to move to subsidized housing in 
the suburbs. 


"We've had some experience in this 


area," he said. "A lot of people won't 
be interested, won't find a suburban 
location convenient. But we estimate 
10 to 15 per cent %vill want to move for 
future job possibilities, schools or any 
of the other reasons people have for 
living in the suburbs."

Employe morale 
during job study 
concerns panel 


Rolling Meadows city employes' 


morale was a serious concern of city 
officials meeting Monday during a 
city council finance committee meet- 
ing. 


The city is in the midst of an ex- 


pensive job description and evaluation 
study by Hayes and Associates of Chi- 
cago which was hired several months 
ago by the city's finance committee to 
conduct a $6,500 study. 


The Hayes firm was hired at the 


suggestion 
of Acting village Mgr. 


Charles Green, who said the existing 
city pay scale offered little incenti\«e 
for employes to assume greater re- 
sponsibility. 


ALD. FREDRICK Jacobson, 5th, fi- 


nance committee member, Monday 
questioned how the study was affect- 
ing the morale of the city's approxi- 
mately 130 employes. 


"How do the city's employes feel 


about this evaluation study? Have you 
any reaction from them?" Jncobson 
nsked city Administrative Assistant 
Rod Blare. 


Blane said approximately 75 per 


cent of the persons interviewed by a 
group of city employes who have been 
trained by the Haye* firm to conduct 
the study "have been very coopera- 
tive." 


"The rest of our employes were at 


first apprehensive probably because it 
is difficult for them to verbally de- 
scribe their jobs." Blane said. 


He said the Hayes method of job 


evaluation involves using a team of 
city employes to write job descrip- 
tions. 


Aid. William Ahrcns, 2nd, said 


"maybe we should go into the con- 
sultants business. 


"IT APPEARS to me as if we aro 


spending as much of our employes' 
time as the cost of this study," Ah- 
rcns said. 


Green said the $6.500 contract with 


the firm included the use of a city 
employe team. He said the firm 
trained the 15-member team for two 
days and will conduct extensive study 
and computer review of the facts. 


Green added that it would be valu- 


able to have city employes trained to 
do an ongoing evaluation. 


In other business, members of the 


finance committee questioned bills 
that uill appear for approval on the 
city council's agenda tonight. 


ALD. KENNETH Retzke, !>th, ques- 


tioned why the city should pay a $44 
bill to the Northwest Auto Wash of Ar- 
lington Heights when the city ,has its 
own car wash stall in the public works 
building.

Puzey backs 860-acre annexation

The dream of many Northwest sub- 


urbanites, to live In prestigious In- 
verness, may eventually come true 
for persons living in the unincorpo- 
rated areas surrounding the village. 


A 5-to 10-year plan suggested by Vil- 


lage Prcs. Russell V. Puzcy calls for 


annexing 860 acres of land adjacent to 
the village to "ensure the standard 
and value of Inverness" and to keep 
the areas from becoming commercial. 


"It would be wonderful," Mrs. Ken- 


neth S. Brooks, 22 S. Roberts Rd., 
said of the possibility of becoming a 
homeowner in Inverness. Mrs. Brooks 


lives in one of the most developed 
areas being considered for annexa- 
tion. 


"We have basically the same thing 


they have — one-acre lots zoned for 
single-family," Mrs. Roberts said. 
"And I'd like to sec lower speed limits

Robert Bergman, Palatine Town- 


ship highway commisioner, received 
permission 
from township auditors 


Monday night to negotiate with the Il- 
linois DepU of Transportation for in- 
stallation of traffic signals at the in- 
tersection of Long Grove and Rand 
roads. 


The township will be expected to 


fund one-third of the estimated $55,000 
to $60,000 cost of the signals, or about 
$18,000 to $20,000. The state trans- 
portation department pays the other 
two-thirds. 


Bergman said the Road and Bridge 


District would only be able to allot 
$15,000 to the project. The board said 
it would fund the rest of the money 
needed when an agreement has been 
reached with the state. 


ED KRAMARZ of IDOT sold the 


township would also have to pay 


about $5,000 to move the driveway of 
a tire dealership located near the in- 
tersection. 


Knrmarz advised the township not to 


delay a decision on the signals be- 
cause the state funds might not be 
available at the end of the fiscal year. 


District 
representatives 
surveyed 


the intersection earlier in the year 
and recommended that signals be in- 
stalled. Bergman agreed that the sig- 
nals are necessary at the intersection. 


"There's no doubt in my mind that 


an installation is needed," Bergman 
said. "It's a very heavily used 
street." 


ALTHOUGH officials contend the 


lights are not considered necessary to 
slow traffic on a sharp curve near the 
intersection, on the traffic signals 
should help solve a problem there. 


Auto workers prepare for strike

DETROIT (UPI) - The Ford Motor 


Co. offered the United Auto Workers 
union a third contract proposal late 
Monday. Tho union quickly rejected It' 
and UAW Prcs. Leonard Woodcock 
said there is only a "one In 100 
chance" of avoiding a strike at 11:50 
p.m. today. 


Woodcock said the union refused to 


extend the contract covering Ford's 
170,000 workers and that negotiators 
"aro a long way apart." 


For the first time, Ford addressed a 


top priority union demand for more 
paid days off. But the UAW rejected 
the company plan as "essentially un- 
responsive to putting new workers 
into the labor force." 


IT WOULD give workers with 25 


years of seniority up to 40 hours — a 
full work week — of extra time off If 
they maintained a perfect attendance 
record during a full year's period. 
The "time bank" would begin with 
workers who have three years' senior- 
ity and would give them 20 hours off. 


Based on Ford's latest proposal, 


Woodcock said, "there is much too 
big a gap to bridge in the short time 
left." 


The unusual third offer was made 


public by Sidney McKenna. Ford's la- 
bor vice president, who said the new 
proposal answered all of the key eco- 
nomic issues raised by the UAW. 


"It has been our intention since the 


beginning of these negotiations to 
reach a settlement without a strike," 
McKenna said. "We made these pro- 
posals today with the hope that they 
would help accomplish that objec- 


tive." 


TRADITIONALLY, neither the com- 


pany nor the union has made public 
any new offers so close to the strike 
deadline. Ford's stance lifted some of 
the pessimism surrounding the talks 
that a strike could not be averted. 


Normally, bargainers already would 


have been engrossed in marathon ses- 
sions. But McKenna said he did not 
know if negotiations would go through 
the night as they have in the past as

But some said they would prefer to 
stay unincorporated. 


Puzey suggested annexing the unin- 


corporated land around Inverness in a 
village newsletter last spring. 


"Inverness is no longer at the fringe 


of the developments engulfing us from 
the southeast; we are in the middle of 
the mess," Puzey wrote. "We have, It 
seems to me, two choices. The first Is 
to expand the Inverness Village limits 
to its natural boundaries or the sec- 
ond is to become a very small island 
amid developments and areas ruled 
by others." 


The annexation of land adjacent to 


suburbs is the first objective in a 1975 
Cook County zoning ordinance. Puzey 
represented 
Inverness 
during 
a 


series of public hearings that preced- 
ed adoption of the ordinance. 


"ANNEXATION WOULD not be in- 


voluntary," Puzey said. "We wouldn't 
force it by any means." 


But they wouldn't have to force It 


anyway, if comments by residents in 
one of the suggested annexation areas 
are any indication of the attitude to- 
ward incorporation. 


"Inverness all the way," said Daryl 


C. Boyd, 49 S. Poteet St. "I'd rather 
have police'protection and do without 
sewers and a water system." 


"I'd love to be taken into In- 


verness," said Mrs. Albert Henhapl, 
50 S. Roberts Rd. "I want the area to 


• stay as residential as possible. We 


bought out here because we wanted to 
live In the country atmosphere." 


ANOTHER WOMAN, asking to re- 


main anonymous, said if she had a 
choice she would definitely "want to 
go Inverness." She voiced a, fear of 
many persons from the area — that 
they would be incorporated into Hoff- 
man Estates instead of Inverness. But 
Hoffman Estates officials say they 
have no intention of extending their 
village boundaries northward to In- 
verness. 


A Warren Avenue resident said In- 


verness "is a nice village and well 
managed, but I don't see what we'd 
have to gain by being incorporated." 


Puzey said the advantages of an- 


nexation to Inverness would include 
"the Inverness name, the police pro- 
tection, the street maintenance and 
increased resale value of homes." 


Inverness is under contract with 


Barrington's 24-membcr police force 
for police protection. The unincorpo- 
rated areas surrounding the village 
are patrolled by the Cook County 
Sheriff's Dept. 


PUZEY SAID THAT annexation 


probably would not mean an increase 
in taxes for persons living in the unin- 
corporated areas. Inverness residents 
pay 78 cents per $100 assessed valu- 
ation to the village for police, street 
maintenance and general corporate 
taxes. 


One area suggested for annexation 


in Puzey's long-term plan is 126 acres 
northwest of Palatine and Ela Roads.

Panel urges revisions 
1976 tax levy of $963,575 approved 


Palatine residents can expect at 


least a 12.5 per cent reduction in their 
1976 village tax rate based on a re- 
duced tax levy ordinance approved 
Monday night by the village board. 


The levy of $903,575 represents a 


$31,388 reduction from the 1975 levy. 


Officials said based on the levy and 
an anticipated increase of $12.5 mil- 
lion in the village's total assessed 
valuation, the 1976 village tax rate 
could be reduced by as much as 9.5 
cents per $100 assessed valuation.

Suburb housing sought for poor families

Suburban officials and apartment 


building owners arc being asked to 
help find apartments for -too families 
who arc living in public housing In 
Chicago 


The search for suburban housing for 


the low-Income families Is a voluntary 
attempt to Implement an April Su- 
preme Court decision that said the 
federal courts could order low-income 
housing In the suburbs to relieve inner 
city segregation. 


The Chicago office of the U.S. Dcpt. 


of Housing nml Urban Development 


and the Leadership Council for Metro- 
politan Open Communities arc cooper- 
ating In the effort. 


AURA MAYOIIS have received n 


letter from HUD regional adminis- 
trator John Woncr explaining the plan 
and the Leadership Council, a nonpro- 
fit citizens' group created to end hous- 
ing discrimination, has started to con- 
tact landlords. 


Plans are to relocate 100 to 150 pub- 


lic housing families in suburban Cook 
County. An additional 250 to ,100 low- 
income families would be relocated in 
other suburban counties. 


Officials hope to use the federal 


government's Section 8 subsidy pro- 
gram under which a family puts 23 
per cent of its income toward the 
monthly rent in a private apartment 
building with HUD paying the balance 
of the rent 


Kale Williams, Leadership Council 


director, said Monday he hopes to 
start notifying families in October of 
the possibility of moving from public 
housing in Chicago to the suburbs. Ac- 
tual moves could start by November, 
he said. 


"We're encouraged that most of the 


building owners at least are willing to 
talk with us about the plan and see 
the value of a* voluntary program 
rather than the alternative of a court- 
ordered plan," Williams said. 


IN APRIL, the U.S. Supreme Court 


in Gnutrcaux vs. Hills, ruled unani- 
mously that the U.S. District Court 
can order an arcuwide low-Income 
housing plan to alleviate segregation 
caused by the concentration of public 
housing in the city. The original dis- 
crimination suit was filed in 1966 by 
residents of an all black public hous- 
ing project in Chicago against HUD 


and the Chicago Housing Authority. 


Williams said the HUD and attor- 


neys for Gautreaux agreed in June to 
"experiment" for one year with ways 
to implement the decision before go- 
ing back to U.S. District Court Judge 
Richard B. Austin for a court-ordered 
desegregation plan. 


A contract between HUD and the 


Leadership Council to promote the 
Section 8 rent subsidy program was 
signed last month, he said. 


Williams said that 400 families Is 


"large enough to be a significant 
sample and small enough to be within 


the realm of possibility for one year's 
time." 


He estimated that 10 to 15 per cent 


of the families living in public housing 
in Chicago would be interested and 
able to move to subsidized housing in 
the suburbs. 


"We've had some experience in this 


area," he said. "A lot of people won't 
be interested, won't find a suburban 
location convenient. But we estimate 
10 to 15 per cent will want to move for 
future job possibilities, schools or any 
of the other reasons people have for 
living in the suburbs."

Auto workers prepare for strike 


by EDWARD S. LECHTZIN 


DETROIT (UPI) - The Ford Motor 


Co. offered the United Auto Workers 
union a third contract proposal late 
Monday. The union quickly rejected it 
and UAW Pros. Leonard Woodcock 
said there is only a "one In 100 
chance" of avoiding a strike at 11:59 
p.m. today. 


Woodcock sold the union refused to 


extend Ihe contract covering Ford's 
170,000 workers and that negotiators 
"arc a long way apart." 


For the first time, Ford addressed<a 


top priority union demand {or more 
paid days off. But the UAW rejected 
the company plan as "essentially un- 
responsive to putting new workers 
into the labor force." 


IT WOULD give workers with 25 


years of seniority up to 40 hours — a 
full work week — of extra time off if 
they maintained a perfect attendance 
record during a full year's period. 
The "time bank" would begin with 
workers who have three years' senior- 
ity and would give them 20 hours off: 


Based on Ford's latest proposal, 


Woodcock said, "there is much too 
big a gap to bridge In the short time 
left." 


The unusual third offer was made 


public by Sidney McKcnna, Ford's la- 
bor vice president, who said the new 
proposal answered all of the key eco- 
nomic issues raised by the UAW. 


"It has been our intention since the 


beginning "of these negotiations to 
reach a settlement without a strike," 
McKenna said. "We made these pro* 
posals today with the hope that they 
would help accomplish that objec- 


tive." 


TRADITIONALLY, neither the com- 


pany nor the union has made public 
any new offers so close to the strike 
deadline. Ford's stance lifted some of 
the pessimism surrounding the talks 
that a strike could not be averted. 


Normally, bargainers already would 


have been engrossed in marathon ses- 
sions. But McKenna said he did not 
know if negotiations would go through 
the night as they have in the past as

as an advisory body to the village

on the financial status of Mount Pros- 
pect. 


Two of the nine members appointed 


to the board, including former chair- 
man Gary Johns, have since resigned 
from the commission. 


THE COMMISSIONERS who were 


left to meet the responsibilities given 
them under the ordinance agreed the 
group had sunk into a state of limbo 
and finally met last week in an at- 
tempt to reorganize. 


"We met and decided for the time 


being we'll continue to operate," said 
Jack Ronchetto, who was elected vice 
chairman of the commission until 
Mayor Robert D. Teichert appoints 
someone to replace Johns.

countants, bankers and auditors.
